During the next three months the Secretary of War 
will .determine definitely what recommendations. he will 
make to the President next fall on the highly important 
matter of “promotion by selection” or “promotion by 
elimination.” While ‘the Secretary has not yet stated 
positively that he has fully. made up his mind not to 
recommend legislation favorable to the system of pro- 
motion ‘by selection, against which officers of the Army 
expressed themselves so uniformly in the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL, there is excellent reason for. the state- 
ment that the vote taken by the JoURNAL, together with 
what officers said through our columns, precludes the 
possibility of any such system being adopted. Both. the 
President and Secretary Taft, however, we learn upon 
unquestionable authority, favor a much more rigid en- 
forcement of the law governing the examinations of of- 
ficers for promotion, In other words the President and 
his Secretary are now leaning strongly towards “promo- 
tion by elimination,” and a changé in the law which — 
would’ make it manfatory that all\officers up. to and in! 








eluding the grade of colonel be examined for promotion. 


The necessity for such a law is very doubtful, and it.is 
believed that an enforcement of the examination law as 
it now stands would be all that is necessary to maintain 
the efficiency of the Army and would accomplish the de- 
sire of the President and Secretary, namely, that unde- 
sirable material be weeded out of the Service and that 
the law of the survival of the fittest be allowed to oper- 
ate without hindrance. The entire question of examina- 
tions for promotion and the education of officers of the 
various arms of the Service has recently been receiving 
some attention from the General Staff. The importance 
of giving yourg officers special instruction in their re- 
spective arms of the Service is thoroughly realized, and 
it is believed that changes in the present methods of in- 
struction could be made with advantage. It is, however, 
as yet too éarly to say what will be done as a result of 
the investigation of the subject being made by the 
Genera] Staff, but that there will be many radical 
changes In Army legislation affecting the commissioned 
personnel of the Service seems evident from the interest 
being taken in this subject by the President, There are 
other matters of considerable importatice to the Army 
which will engage the attention of Secretary Taft during 
his absence from Washington, The question of separat- 
ing the Field and Coast Artillery and having a chief for 
each; the matter of asking Congress next session to in- 
crease the strength of the Coast Artillery by about 5,000 
men, and the proper proportion of officers; these and 
kindred subjects the Secretary will decide between now 
and the next session of Congress, 

In the death of John Hay, on July 1, the United 
States has lost a statesman who had impressed his 
personality and influence upon the world’s diplomacy of 
the last half century as deeply, perhaps, as any other in- 
dividual excepting, possibly, Gladstone and Bismarck, 
And the topmost honor of his achievements in that broad 
field lies in the fact that ‘his influence, while invariably 





__pesolute and direct, was at the same time so beneficent 


and just and ‘sd obviously in the interest of peace and 
humanity, that his passing is mourned, not merely as a 
national, but as an internationa] ‘misfortune, His 
policies were invariably based upon the principles of 
right, fair, play and the faithful performance of honest 
obligations. .He counted it the duty of strong nations 
to -protect the weak, not to plunder them; he believed 
that an agreement entered into by a nation was as bind- 
ing as a contract upon an individual, and that peace, 
honor and progress could most easily be made secure by 
persuading governments to conform in their relations to 
the satie usages of sincerity, good faith and upright deal- 
mg which govern the intercourse of honorable men. 
To what extent he impressed those high ideals upon the

His long, busy; eae life of honorable service perma- 
nently enriched the - Republic and his death is a distinct 
loss to. civilization. 

‘President Roosevelt on July 2 officially announced the 
names of the envoys appointed by the Governments of 
Russia and Japan to the forthcoming peace conference 
in the city of Washington. The plenipotentiaries are as 
follows: From Russia: Ambassador Muravieff, former- 
ly Minister of Justice and now Ambassador to Italy, and 
Baron Rosen, recently appointed as Ambassador to the 
United States to succeed Count Cassini. From Japan: 
Baron Komura, Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Ko- 
goro Takahira, Minister to the United States. The pleni- 
potentiaries are instructed by their governments to as- 
semble in Washington as soon after August 1 as possi- 
ble. There is increasing reason to hope that the forth- 
coming conference may reach a peace agreement accept- 
able to both nations interested. The suggestion that one 
or the other of the belligerents might render such a re- 
sult impossible by refusing to clothe her representatives 
with full and definite power is entirely dispelled by the 
following statement in President Roosevelt’s official an- 
nouncement : “Tt is possible that each side may send 
one or more additional representatives. The plenipoten- 
tiaries of both Russia and Japan will be intrusted with 
full power to negotiate and conclude a treaty of peace, 
subject of course to ratification by their respective home 
governments.” 
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Changes in the assistants to the Chief of Artillery 
will occur soon as a result of the retirement of General 
Story and the appointment of Gen. Samuel M. Mills as 
Chief of Artillery. In a few months Capt. Edward A. 
Millar, who has been senior assistant to the Chief of 
Artillery, will join his battery. The officer who will 
succeed Captain Millar has been selected and his name 
will be announced soon. Capt. Edwin Landon, who has 
been an assistant to the Chief of Artillery, is under or- 
ders for duty at the School of Instruction at Fort Tot- 
ten and will report for duty there on September 1. Capt. 





Daniel Moore, the third assistant under General Story, 


is to’ remain on duty in the Office of the Chief of Ar- 
— as, an assistant to ’Gerieral Mills. 

Williams and. Capt. Johnson Hagood have been ordered’ 
to report for duty to the Chief ‘of Artillery for duty in 
his ‘office as assistants. Four assistants to the Chief of 
Artillery, instead of three, as will be seen, have been 
authorized. It isto: be hoped that two more. officers 
will be ‘authorized for this important duty. It has’ been 
apparent for some” time that at least six officers are 
needed as assistants to the Chief of Artillery. 
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The War Departmént does not at present see how it 
will be possible to give commissions this year to any of 
the enlisted men who have qualified for appointment as 
second ‘lieutenants: The graduating class at West 
Point will more than fill all the available vacancies, and, 
indeed, it will be necessary to make some of them ad- 
ditional second lieutenants until vacancies occur. The 
question of what will be done with the enlisted men who 
qualify for commissions is now before the General Staff 
of the Army, It has been. suggested that these men be 
given certificates showing that they have qualified for 
commissions and should there be any vacancies this year 
to which they could be appointed, give them commissions 
then. But it now seems that there will be no such 
vacancies, so it is hardly probable that any of these 
candidates will be commissioned unless Congress should 
increase the strength of the Artillery Corps and provide 
for additional officers, In such an event vacancies: might 
be found for the successful enlisted men of this year. 
The recommendation of the General Staff with regard to 
these men will be read with much interest by the en- 
tire Army.

The Quartermaster General has been devoting his at-. 


tention recently to improvements at many of the Army 
posts throughout the country. As a result of the in- 
spection trip ‘recently taken by Lieutenant General Chaf- 
fee and Quartermaster General) Humphrey, improve- 
ments in barracks and quarters and ‘in Government build- 
ings of other kinds are te be authorized at posts where 
needed. General Humphrey, with the approval of the 
Chief of Staff, has only recently authorized the con- 
struetion at Fort Myer, Va., of three ‘new sets of 
bachelor officers’ quarters of red brick. Important im- 
provements are also contemplated for Fort Sill and many 
of the posts in the middle west. It is expected that an- 
nouncements will be made at the War Department next 
week of the allotments made out of the 1906 appropria- 
tion for barracks and quarters, This matter has re- 
ceived the attention of the. Chief of Staff and the Quar- 
termaster General, and just where and how the appro- 
priation will panes has been definitely decided upon. 
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According to reports received by the Chief of Staff , 


the new system of having general ‘recruiting depots for

satisfaction. Inspector ‘General Distse of: ‘the Army, 

has recently visited the general recruiting depots and has 
reported that he found the conditions there mach im- 
proved. ‘Fhe question of desertion in the Army has be- 
come a most serious one; and is receiving careful at- 
tention from the Chief of Staff and the Inspector Gen- 
erat. The character of the ‘men who are deserting has 
been the subject of careful investigation by officers act-— 
ing under speeial instructions from the War Department, 
and reports have been received indicating that recruiting 
officers have been accepting men about whose anteeedents 
nothing was known and whose habits prior to their en- 
listment were of such a character as to have barred them 
from entrance into the Service. It is probable that 
special instructions’ warning recruiting officers to exer- 
cise more care in accepting men for the Army will be 
sent out by direction of the Chief of Staff. With ‘this 
additional care in taking men and with the preliminary 
training recruits are receiving at the general recruiting 
depots it is believed that the efficiency of the Service 
will be’ much énhanced. 
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In’ pursuance of instructions, the members of the spe- 
cial commission appointed by the President to investigate 
and report on measures to simplify and facilitate the 
transaction of business in the executive departments of 
the Government, is consulting with leading business men 
in various parts of! the country in order to acquaint 
themselves with the metliods in vogue in great commer- 
cial establishments There is a growing belief that the 
work’ of this - commission will open the way for radical 
and wholesome refotms in our entire American system of 
business: administration. That reform is needed is no- 
where more evident’ than “fi the’ War’ Department ' aitd 
the Navy Department, ‘the affairs of which are conducted 
under antiquated ‘and’ cumbersonie -thethods ‘whith no 
practical business ‘mati would tolerate ‘in’ his owii estab- 
lishment for a single week. The commission’ designated 
by the President: Was specially charged! te’ ‘confer: With 
the authorities ‘of’ the two departments’ named, and’ it’ is 
certain that they will profit at least as greatly 4s any 
others from whatever reform-may—result-from the pend- 
ing investigation. To accounting officers of the Army 
and Nayy the prospect, reisote. though it may, seem,,of 
a reduction in the volume of paper. work, noaulneny of them 
will be heartily, welcome.

has struck a telling blow for an efficient and, harmonious:

thé officials concerned, led to confusion, and delay in 
business affairs and at the same time gave an unfor- 
tunate’ impression of American methods to the natives, 
By combining the two offices and centralizing their func- 
tions under a single control the situation has been great- 
ly improved, and the advantages thus gained may per- 
haps lead to. the adoption of the same policy in other

Government may profitably consult the’ Army and ‘Navy’ 
members of the Panama Canal Commission and the in- 
ternational Board of Adirlacey Engineers. 


The new Secretary of the Navy, Mr, Charles J: ‘Bona- 
parte, of Baltimore, Md., took the oath of office at. the 
Navy Department on Saturday, July 1. He did not 
enter upon his official duties as head of the Navy until 
late this week. While Mr. Bonaparte has a natural 
reticence at this time in anhouncing his policy as head 





’ of the Navy, he has admitted publicly ‘that he favors 


the continued enlargement of the Navy according to the 
oft expressed policy of the President: Mr. Bonaparte 
is kriowh to be dn excellent administrator, and it.is be- 
lieved that his administration of affairs i’thé Navy 
Department will be characterized by ‘fairness and energy.

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The highly important report of Gen. J. P. Story,’ the 
retiring Chief of Artillery, on Artillery reorganization,

the Artillery forces stationed at Honolulu, has called the 
attention of the War Department to the anomalous state 
of affairs in Hawaii as described in the ARMY AND NAvy. 
Journat of June 17, and the result appears in a perti- 
nent expression as to the duty of the Hawaiian govern- 
ment from the Judge Advocate General of the Army. 
Tse situation in Hawaii is disquieting. The territorial 
legislature has yirtually disbanded the Hawaiian mi- 
litia by refusing to appropriate money for its main- 
tenance, the contention being that the task of up- 
holding law and order in the islands should devolve 
entirely upon the United States Army and Navy. This 
action, taken at a time when labor conditions in Ha- 
waii are extremely critical, has had a most deplorable ef- 
fect. Colonel McClellan states that large numbers of 
Japanese laborers employed on the great sugar planta- 
tions of the islands have shown an entire disregard of 
the police authorities and that, owing to the scarcity of 
other labor, they are in control of the situation. The 
helplessness of the police and the abolition of the mili- 
tia will make it necessary for the Governor te cal] upon 
the United States forces to suppress any disorder that 
may arise, and he is empowered to do so by a provision 
of the Act of Congress providing a civil government for 
Hawaii. But, as we have already pointed out, it is alto- 
gether unjust that the United States Army and Navy 
should be called upon in Hawaii to perform police duty 
against lecal law-breakers who in other States and terri- 
tories are looked after by militia maintained for just 
such work. This view, we are glad to observe, is taken by 
the Judge Advocate General of the Army who, in a memo- 
randum addressed to the Acting Secretary of War, says: 
“I gather that there is a disposition on the part of the 
Hawaiian legislature to evade making provision for the 
preservation of order, and to saddle the° duty of police 
protection upon the War Department. If such be the 
case the governor should be advised to call the legislature 
together for the purpose of making adequate provision 
for the protection of life and property in the Hawaiian 
Islands.” 
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The Hawaiians hold curious views of their obligations 
under American protection. They seem to believe that 
when, at their own urgent request, they were placed un- 
der the sovereignty of the United States their responsi- 
bilities ceased entirely, and that the whole task of safe- 
guarding their territorial and other interests was trans- 
ferred to the Government at Washington. But still more 
curious is the proposal advanced by the Advertiser, a 
leading newspaper of Honolulu, that the militia shal] be 
supported by private subscription. In urging that fanci- 
ful project the Advertiser rather sneeringly remarks that 
it “has objected to the support of the militia by the tax- 
payers on the grounds that our taxes are too high now, 
that the law provides for the suppression of disorder on 
these islands by United States forces on call of the Gov- 
ernor, and that the Federal power, having taken over the 
greater part of our public revenue and even our princi- 
pal armory, has no reason to expect us to bear any part of 
the burden of military expenses. But this argument does 
not apply to the support of the National Guard by pri- 
vate subscription. If the gentlemen composing the 
Chamber of Commerce want to keep up the citizen soi- 
diery at private expense, only the most churlish of crii- 
ics would oppose them. We could only wish that they 
would also maintain the band and subsidize the opera 
house. We shall not even suggest that they confine their 
benefactions to three militia companies. Private muni- 
ficence should have no curb; and if the rich men of Ha- 
waii desire to provide this territory with the luxury of a 
whole regiment, or brigade or division or army corps, it 
will simply mean se much more money put into circula- 
tion.”

Prior to his departure from Washington for his trip 
to the Philippines, the Secretary of War finally disposed 
of the case of Capt. Stephen M. Foote, 4th Battery, 
Field Art., who recently appeared before a court of in- 
quiry in connection with the accidental wounding by a 
shell fired during target practice of 2d Lieut. Donald C. 
Cubbison. The recommendation of the court of inquiry 
that no further proceedings in the matter be had was ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War; but he wrote a review 
of the case, a copy of which was furnished both to Cap- 
tain Foote and Lieutenant Cubbison, which neither offi- 
cer could regard with complete satisfaction. This has 
been rather a remarkable case from the beginning. The 
court of inquiry, which was called at the request of Cap- 
tain Foote, found, and so reported, that Captain Foote 
teok all due precautions during the target practice and 
exonergted him from all blame in connection with the ac- 
cidental wounding of Lieutenant Cubbison. The report 
of the court was approved by Secretary Taft soon after 
it was received, several weeks ago, and Captain Foote 
was officially informed of the action taken. A few days 
later Senator Long—or, rather, Senator Long’s clerk-—— 
appeared at the War Department and requested that 
Secretary Taft recall his approval of the case, pending 
the receipt by the War Department of a statement which 
Lieutenant Cubbison desired to make anent the case. 





Consequently, and to oblige Senator Long, who it ap- 
pears was interested because of friendship for Lieuten- 
ant Cubbison, the Secretary withdrew his approval of the 
proceedings of the court. The statement from Lieuten- 
ant OCubbison, so it is said at the War Department, con- 
sisted mainly in a protest against his not having been 
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allowed to question -witnesses before the court. The 
Secretary just before his departure again took up the 
case and approved the recommendation of the court of 
inquiry and, at the same time, was rather severe in his 
remarks on the case. Whether or. not these remarks will 
be published in orders has yet to be decided; but it is be- 
lieved that they will not be so published and that the en- 
tire case will be allowed to drop, unless Captain Foote 
requests a reconsideration or further action of a more 
definite sort. It may be as well to state in passing that 
the officers of the Army on duty at the War Department 
are thoroughly convinced that the finding of the court of 
inquiry in this case was perfectly just and the only one 
which could be had in view of the testimony submifted. 

Since the death of Secretary Hay the New York Sun 
has published a private letter writtem by him in March 
last in connection with the Santo Domingo affair which 
strikingly illustrates one of the dominant traits of his 
character. It will be remembered that when the United 
States entered into a conference with Santo Domingo 
looking to the temporary administration of the Domini- 
can custom houses by the American authorities, Comdr. 
Aibert C. Dillingham, U.S.N., was named as one of the 
American representatives. It appears, according to the 
letter published in the Sun, that he was chosen on Sec- 
retary Hay’s own recommendation “on account of his 
extensive knowledge of the country and the personnel of 
the government.” It also appears that in the agreement 
signed by the representatives of the two governments 
Commander Dillingham and his colleague, Mr. Dawson, 
went somewhat beyond their instructions. “But,” said 
Mr. Hay, “I thought and still think that they acted 
rightly, and I shall not dodge any ‘responsibility con- 
nected with it.” He discovered, however, that the agree- 
ment needed modification before it could have any chance 
of approval by the Senate, and this, too, in spite of the 
fact that the clause most offensive to that body was in- 
serted “by the preliminary advice and consent of the 
ablest man in the House and the ablest man in the Sen- 
ate where foreign affairs are concerned.” In other words, 
the objectionable clause was not the work of Commander 
Dillingham, whose whole course was that of an officer 
thoroughly acquainted with the problems before him, 
but was inspired by members of Congress! Secretary 
Hay, in terms which now appear to have been almost 
prophetic, added: “If they (the Senators) should pass 
the treaty as it is amended, according to the newspaper 
reports, though I do not think it is improved, I do think 
it will still be workable. If they reject it, I do not think 
it would be a great disaster, and it would certainly re- 
lieve the executive of a vast amount of labor which is 
now imposed upon it by the claims of American citizens 
throughout all Latin America.” 


Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S. 
A.. explains that while the Government will probably 
build no more 16-inch guns, the one of that type now ly- 
ing at Sandy Hook will ultimately be mounted and used 
as a part of the defenses of New York. It is only fair 
to all interests to state that the abandonment of the 
16-inch type has not been prompted by any fault of the 
gun itself, but solely by considerations of economy, it 
having been found that three times as many men are re- 
guired in the handling of the 16-inch as are needed to 
handle the 12-inch piece. On this subject Col. John E. 
Greer, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., who is thoroughly familiar 
with the matter, is quoted by the Washington Evening 
Star as saying: “The gun now at Sandy Hook was or- 
dered about seven years ago, when it was decided to in- 
crease the caliber of our largest weapon for coast de- 
fense from twelve to sixteen inches. At that time Eng- 
jand was having a number of such guns made and great 
things were predicted for them. All of the English guns 
were failures. Our own gun was completed several years 
ago and has been fired perhaps half a dozen times in 
proving it. In one way it was a success, as it has done 
all that was predicted for it in range and effectiveness. 
There is no doubt of the result if it ever hits anything. 
On the other hand, however, every discharge of the gun 
is tremendously costly in the amount of labor required 
and in the expense of the charge. The gun is a little 
more likely, perhaps, to miss the target than a smaller 
gun, and a miss is pretty costly. ‘Taking it all in all, it 
would seem as though several guns of smaller ealiber 
would be more effective than one 16-inch gun. That is 
the conclusion drawn, I think, by most experts who have 
looked into the matter. It is not at all likely, in my 
opinion, that the Government will ever build another 
one, although, of course, the gun now at Sandy Hook 
will probably be kept there.” 
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Major Gen: Arthur MacArthur, U.S.A., in his report 
on the joint maneuvers at Atascadero, Cal., in 1904, 
strongly recommended that Infantry eaptains be mount- 
ed, and his recommendation is now presented with strong 
approval by Brig. Gen. James A. Buchanan, U.8.A., in 
the Journal of the United States Infantry Association. 
The present average age of Infantry captains, as dis- 
closed by an examination of the Army Register, is about 
thirty-seven years, and as the average age of enlisted men 
is fully ten years less, it will be seen that it is a severe 
exaction upon the captain to require him to march all 
night, if necessary, with his company and be physically 
fit and clear-headed for hard work in the morning. Gen- 
eral Buchanan believes that horses and horse equipment 
for such officers should be furnished by the Govern- 
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manding officer and not to be changed without his au- 
thority. He does. not urge mounted pay, and believes 
that an executive order is all that is needed to make 
the horses available. There are now 385 dismounted 
captains of Infantry, and General Buchanan. believes 
that there are efiough unassigned horses in the Quarter- 
master’s Department to supply them. Capt. William P. 
Burnitam, 20th Inf., approves General Buchanan’s plan 
except that he believes all mounted captains should be 
on the same footing in the matter of pay. Capt. John 
J. Bradley, 14th Inf., also indorses it, remarking: “There 
can hardly be any opposition to this proposed scheme by 
anyone in the other branches of the Sérvice, and there- 
fore it has the merit of being distinctly novel. The 
invariable use of the horses by the company commanders 
in all situations is not expected nor advocated, the regi- 
mental or post commander being the judge as to when the 
horses are to be used. He should have control’ and make 
assignments of horses to the various persons to use 
them.”

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As a result of the policy of retrenchment and redistri- 
bution recently instituted in the British navy, it is re- 
ported in England that hundreds of trained men 4hu» 
discharged from the service are seeking places. im the 
United States Navy. ‘To illustrate the fanciful stories 
arising from a misapprehension of certain fundamental 
facts, it is said that five hundred men recently purchased 
their discharge from the naval service at Devonport, 
England, then signed for the United States Navy and 
sailed for America to join ship. This story was refuted 
a few days afterward, but Mr. Stephens, American con- . 
sul at Plymouth, England, states that. applications to 
join the American Navy are made to him daily by men 
who have been discharged from Devonport Dockyard. 
He has, however, no power to engage them, informing 
each applicant that he must first make his way to the 
States and there try his luck. Mr. Stephens says that 
the number of men making application to him was yery 
large—from ten to fifteen a day—and from their conver- 
sation he was led to believe that many had gone to the 
States. We would suggest that Consul Stephens prompt- 
ly inform these English sailors that there is no chance 
of their getting into the United States Navy unless they 
are able and willing to qualify as American citizens. By 
so doing he may save some of them the time and expense 
of a fruitless voyage to America. 
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Final action has not yet been taken by the War De- 
partment and the President in the court-martial case of 
Major Frank DeL. Carrington, who was recently sen- 
tenced by a court which met in the Philippines, to be 
dismissed from the Army. Major Carrington, it will be 
recalled, was first sentenced by a civil court in the Phil- 
ippines to serve a long term of confinement in the peni- 
tentiary. In the meantime the case of Major Carring- 
ton, who stands at the head of the majors of Infantry, 
is holding up the promotion of several officers and it will 
be a relief to the Army when the case is finally settled. 
The Secretary of War, after having received the refusal 
of the Comptroller to reconsider his decision stopping 
the pay of Major Carrington, has ruled that the absence 
from duty of Major Carrington during his troubles was 
unavoidable, which places his pay status in a different 
light and will allow him pay until the final disposal of 
his case. It is expected that the case of Major Carring- 
ton will go to the President in a few days. 

Much surprise was caused in England by the publica- 
tion, as noted in these columns, on June 10, of Vice- 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford’s expression in favor 
of joint maneuvers between the navies of Great Britain 
and the United States, and the opinion was ventured that 
the admiral had been extremely indiscreet. It now ap- 
pears that his views were set forth in a private letter 
and that the person to whom it was addressed made the 
mistake of assuming that its contents were for publica- 
tion. The result, we understand, is that various persons 
in the British navy and out, have received a kindly re- 
minder that silence is a precious quality. “This,” says 
the Hampshire Telegraph, published at Portsmouth, Eng- 
land, “is not the first time the privately expressed views 
of the popular admiral have found their way into print, 
and it would be well if in future Lord Charles were 
to clearly indicate what he desires to be kept private and 
what may be sent to the papers.” 











Twelve warrant officers of the Navy have been ordered, 
upon their personal application, to take the examination 
on July 31 for appointment as ensigns in the Navy. All 
but two of these twelve warrant officers will be examined 
in Washington. The complete list of those who have 
been designated for examination follows: Boatswains 
Charles H. Bulloch, John W. Stoakléy and B. H. Shep- 
ley; Gunners John Grady, Frank A. McGregor, William 
D. Greetham, H. F. Schluter, R..W. Kesler, A. C. Kail 
and William J. Foley, and Warrant Machinists William 
C. Dronberger and Clarence E. Wood. 
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At the Government coaling station at Bradford, R.I., 
the U.S.S. Pennsylvania established a record while coal- 
ing recently for her four days’ sea trip. She loaded 848 
tons of coal from four barges in six hours and twenty 
minutes, 178 tons being taken on board in one hour. 
The previous record was held by the Maryland, which 
loaded 811 tons in eight hours. 
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A recent British blue book, regarding the administra- 
tion of the army in India, shows that a sharp controversy 
has been going on since last December between Lord 
Curzon, the Viceroy, and Lord Kitchener, Commander- 
in-Chief g the forces in India, as to their respective 
spheres Of control, The Viceroy stood in fear of a 
military autocracy. Lord Kitchener, on the other hand, 
deman the suppression of the present system of dual 
control as dangerous. and -incompatible.either with readi- 
ness, for war or economy in peace, placing two officers 
in “unfortunate jealousy. and antagonism.” He asked for 
the union of the military departments, under a head of 
the War Department in India, ‘to be entitled “Command- 
er-in-Chief and War Member of Council.’’ Lord Curzon, 
in return, while paying a high tribute to Lord Kitchener, 
as having carried through a series of reforms “that. will 
stamp his name indelibly” upon the military history of 
India, protested against his proposals, and said that if 
there should be a weak Viceroy under the system pro- 
posed, he would become merely the tool of the Command- 
er-in-Chief. The home government’s decision of the mat- 
ter is in form a compromise, but in reality Lord Kit- 
chener has won his way. The Commander-in-Chief is 
henceforth to be directly responsible for command, staff, 
and regimental appointments, promotion, discipline, 
training, organization, distribution, intelligence, mobili- 
zation, schemes of offense and defense, preparation for 
war, peace maneuvers, and the conduct of war. The 
Military Department will be limited to the control of 
contracts and purchases, and the management of military 
works and manufacturing departments, the Indian Med- 
ical Service and the Indian Marine. All is now really 
to be centered in the Commander-in-Chief. “This may 
be very well in the case of Lord Kitchener,” the Army 
and Navy Gazette says, “but not every man can wield 
the club of Hercules. If Lord Kitchener or some suc- 
cessor, with the army staff, should go to the front, where 
is the provision for a strong military control or direction 
at government headquarters?” 
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Gen. Benjamin R. Cowan, of Cincinnati. speaking of 
the pending peace negotiations, said: “There is nothing 
remarkable about the fact that Japan is prosecuting vig- 
orously her campaign in Manchuria, while the prelimi- 
naries of the peace negotiations are going on, or being 
arranged. ‘The Mikado has made no mistakes in the 
prosecution of the war so far, and he is making no mis- 
take now. No one is assured of Russia’s good faith in 
these peace negotiations. She has broken her word or 
has instituted delays continually. These very things are 
what brought on the war. Why should Japan believe to- 
day when she has been taught by bitter lessons to doubt? 
Moreover, Oyama in the field is not supposed to know 
anything about the peace preliminaries. Russia, I think, 
welcomed the proposals of President Roosevelt, because 
they would give her an opportunity of gaining time. 
Time is what Russia wants. Japan does not need it. 
The present is her opportunity. Nevertheless, I believe 
and predict that as son as the peace commissioners are 
named and time and place of meeting fixed, the Mikado 
will at once suspend all naval and military operations. 
We are accustomed to regard the Czar as all-powerful, 
while,.in reality, he is as weak and helpless as a child. 
I have watched this war closely; I am interested. My 
son, James Cowan, and family reside in Japan. My son 
is ‘acquainted with both Oyama. and Togo—is a neighbor 
of the former. In his letters to me, long before the war 
broke. out, my son predicted the struggle. He had the 
utmost confidence in Oyama’s ability, not from anything 
that Oyama said, because he is a silent and uncommuni- 
cative man; nor from anything he had accomplished in 
practical military operations. because there had been the 
opportunity for none, but simply because Oyama im- 
pressed him as he does everybody with his power and his 
capacity for great things.” 
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The court of inquiry into the sinking of the British 
submarine “A-8” has found that the boat was running 
at ten knots speed on the surface with an open conning 
tower, a buoyancy of six tons, and a trim of four de- 
grees by the stern; also that with this buoyancy, trim, 


and speed it should have been impossible for her to dive. 
The circumstances that would tend to make her do so 
were down helm with the diving rudders, followed by a 
shifting forward of free water and other weights, includ- 
ing possibly a part of the crew. One theory of her 
sinking holds that leakage somewhere increased the 
amount of free water in the boat, which, if the rudders 
were put. down, materially assisted in depressing the 
bow. A second theory is that the boat went down side- 
ways, and not bows first, the reason for the boat heeling 
being that the helm was put hard over. The survivors 
are; however, unanimous in asserting that the boat went 
down bows first. The unexplained explosion which fol- 
lowed the sinking did so much damage as to render it dif- 
ficult to determine the ‘“A-8’s” exact condition before 
foundering. Commenting on the loss of the “A-8” an of- 
ficer of our Navy says: ‘The cabled report of the court 
of inquiry that its loss with fifteen men was due to an 
open rivet hole (a very small aperture) was received 
with incredulity by experts in the United States. The 
trawler’s account and the confirmation of a probable 
open hatch, in the London Engineer, would seem to place 
the cause to a sharp helm angle at high speed and an 
open hatch. In my opinion submarines have a great fu- 
ture before them as terrible engines of destruction, and 
anything relating to their performance is of particular 
interest. We must, however, go on building battleships, 
as ‘a skilled workman has many tools.’ ” 
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The transport Logan sailed on June 30 from San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., for Manila, P.I., with Companies A and B, 
1st Battalio. of Engineers (179 enlisted men); Head- 
quarters, field, staff and band and 3d Squadron, 7th 
Cavalry (237 enlisted men); 1st Squadron, 8th Cavalry 
(258.enlisted men) ; Companies L and M, 10th Inf.

Waldron, Knight, Pettis, Ward, Howell, Earle, and 
Black, Corps of Engineers; Colonel Morton, Major 
Brewer, Chaplain Moose, Captains Waterman, Beach, 
Butler, Anderson, Lieutenants Connell, Casteel, Lovell, 
Kendrick, ‘Bach, Gienty, Caidwell, Tatum, Bamberger, 
Maigne, Mann, Spring, Herr, and Veterinarian Jefferis, 
7th Cavalry; Lieutenant Colonel Kingsbury, Major Rip- 
ley, Captains Farber and Donaldson, Lieutenants King,

The War Department has not been informed of the 
charges preferred against these officers, but it is not be- 
lieved that any of them are of a very serious character. 
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The Subsistence Department of the Army has not yet 
definitely decided whether the so-called “fireless stove” is 
adaptable for use by the Army. The stove has been in- 


vestigated by officers of the Army and may be given a 
test under service conditions. This stove, which has been 
under practical test, as we have before noted, at the 
Greater New York Cooking School, is a receptacle espe- 
cially made to keep partially cooked food heated until 
the cooking is made complete. There is some doubt in 
the minds of officers of the Subsistence Department 
whether or not such a device could be used to advantage 
in the Army. 
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While the 27th Battery of U.S. Field Artillery was 
en route to Massachusetts to encamp with the militia of 
that State, it pitched its camp early on the morning of 
July 4 at Mallet’s Bay, on Lake Champlain. The men 
were just in time to assist the girls from Barnard School, 
New York, in establishing their summer camp at the 
same place, and the Artillerymen found this occupation 
the most agreeable one of their march. The Artillery- 
men also fired a salute when the girls raised their flag, 
and went through a fine drill for the edification of the 
girls in the afternoon. A display of fireworks was en- 
joyed in the evening.

ed that the. Firing Reguiations for Small Arms are con- 
strued as not authorizing insertion of the butt of the 
carbine or rifle under the blouse in target practice, in the 
manner and for the purpose described.

THE EXPLOSIVE DUNNITE. 


Reports from the proving ground at Sandy Hook, N. 
J.,.tell of the great success of the new explosive ‘‘Dun- 
nite”; claims that it is the most destructive in the world 
are already being made, and the tests have only just be- 
gun. Major Beverly W. Dunn, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., is 
the inventor of the new explosive ‘and to a Herald re- 
porter he is quoted as saying: 

_“As to the explosive that bears my name, I believe it 
is the opinion of the Ordnance’ Department that the 
have a destruttive material that is the best in the world. 
Its composition is known only to this Government, It 
is not the highest explosive—not by any ‘means—but it 
is the highest explosive so far invented that, contained 
within the chamber of an armor piercing shell, will con- 
tain itself until after the shell has passed through the 
armor. Then its destructive work, actuated by a primer, 
takes place. Its effect has been accurately described 
since the tests in 1901, when the Gathmann gun failed 
signally with its guncotton loaded shell to injure an ar- 
mor plate representing the turret of the battleship Iowa. 
At the same time the Ordnance Department fired a shell 
from a‘ 12-inch coast defense rifle. The projectile was 
in reality a cored shell, its small chamber loaded with 
but a 20-pound charge of dunnite. The armor plate was 
pierced and the backing behind it wrecked.” 

When Major Dunn was asked concerning the wonder- 
ful shimose powder used by the Japanese in their pro- 
jectiles he said that as far as he knew the powder was 
simply picrie acid, a high explosive, the properties of 
which were well known. A shell could not be loaded with 
picric acid and fired through an armor plate without an 
explosion upon impact, he said, and added: 

“The advantages of an armor piercing shell over the 
ordinary burstirig shell can be readily understood by a 
layman. To inflict the most damage on the ship of the 
enemy we desire to have our shells enter his ship, and 
then, bursting into’ large fragments, carry destruction to 
its machinery and vital parts. A shell bursting into 
small fragments would not do that. Tests have shown 
that the dunnite will do all of the things most desired in 
actual warfare.” ; 
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THE CHAPEL AT GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, New York Harbor, is unique in our 
military establishments—a little area of about fifty acres 
a stone’s throw from the Battery. It is the headquarters 
of the Atlantic Division, the Department of the Hast, 
and gives space for a national arsenal, a military post, 
a quartermaster’s depot and a military prison. 

The Island constitutes a part of Trinity Parish, New 
York, which corporation has maintained a chapel there 
for nearly forty years, The present little chapel of wood, 
constructed in 1846, is soon to be demolished and re- 
placed by a solid stone structure, for which, with the 
new pipe organ, Trinity Corporation has appropriated 
about $50,000. 

The Vicar of St. Cornelius’ chapel is the Rev. Edmund 
Banks Smith, who assumed the duties in the autumn of 
1904, relieving the veneratie Rev. E. H. C. Goodwin, 
who had held the position since 1871. There is repeated 
every Sunday a special prayer for the Army, and: Ohap- 
lain Smith has recently inaugurated a feature of worship 
which will be a source of great gratification and comfort 
to all of our soldiers who go on foreign service, Chap- 
lain Smith, appreciating that a portion of the American 
Army is on the ocean all the time, has out of kindly: 
thought for their safety, prepared and with the approval 
of Doctor Morgan Dix, the rector of Trinity, has incor- 
porated in the regular sérvice of St. Cornelius’ chapel 
a special prayer for soldiers at sea, which is as follows: 

“Eternal God, who alone spreadest out the heavens, 
and rulest the raging of the sea, we commend to thy al- 
mighty protection those officers and other soldiers of the 
Army of the United States for whose preservation on 
the great deep our prayers are offered. Guard them, we 
beseech thee, from the dangers of the sea, from sickness, 
from the violence of enemies, and from every evil to 
which they may be exposed. Conduct them in safety to 
the haven where they would be, with a grateful sense of 
thy mercies; through Jesus. Christ our Lord. Amen.” 

A prayer for the Army used at the chapel asks: “Thy 
blessing upon those who serve in the Army of the United 
States. Make them to have a love of order and good dis- 
cipline; may they have the victory over all their enemies, 
and by thy divine assistance preserve peace and tran- 
quility in our land. * * * Be merciful to the sick, 
and show thy pity upon all prisoners and captives.” 
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IMPRESSIONS OF THE JAPANESE ARMY, 


In the Deutsche Japan-Post recently there appeared 
a remarkable article by a well-known military writer, 
“C. v. B.-K.,” whose initials are sometimes seen in 
the Militiir Wochenblatt. He was impressed with the 
practical invisibility of the Japanese in their positions 
and movements. Even an experienced eye and a good 
glass discerned very little. The writer was at Mukden, 
and, from a certain elevated position, he looked over 
the ground where there had been hard fighting for some 
days. The Japanese reserves and ammunition columns 
were coming up a valley, through which the wounded 
were also being sent to the rear. But the observer could 
see very little. and, when he wrote, he confessed himself 
unable to understand what was the cause of this prac- 
tical invisibility. Again he was within a few hundred 
meters of the Japanese infantry, but he could only recog- 
nize their presence by a branch of a tree moving irregu- 
larly here and there, or by the top of a man’s head or 
his arm appearing over the ground sometimes. The 
machine guns were protected with the same skill, and not 
less well the artillery, of which, though the general posi- 
tion might be known, the batteries could not be dis- 
covered. The writer never saw troops moving in close 
order, while supports and reserves were brought up under 
careful protection, and mostly by night. The Japanese 
were generally discovered by their fire breaking out from 
a place where their presence had not been 
From his position he never saw artillery on the march. 
The fire of infantry was careful and correct. If there 
was any crisis in the fight it would grow extraordinarily 
violent, but was always controlled and accurate. The 
range was always known. Shrapnel furst at the right 
time; no time was lost in shooting at uncertain or in- 
visible objects, but, when the mark was discove the 
fire was very rapid. As to the tactics, “C. v. B.-K,” de- 
scribes them as based upon the idea of flank and en- 
veloping movements, the enveloping being made possible, 
by a complete knowledge of the country, * ill 
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NAVY ATHLETICS. 


Tremendous interest was taken in the athletic games 
at Provincetown, Mass., July 4, under the direction ot 
Rear Admiral Evans. The events were open to the crews 
of the U.S.S. Maine, Missouri, Kentucky, Kearsarge, 
Alabama and Massachusetts and some 2,000 officers and 
men, it was estimated, were present. To add to the in- 
terest of the event some of the commissioned officers of 
the ships were among the contestants. 

Rules of the A.A.U. governed, and the field was laid 
out by working parties under the direction of Flag Lieut. 
W. 8S. Crosley, U.S.N., chairman of fleet athletics, and 
a good quarter of a mile track, with a baseball diamond 
in the center, was made. 

The Kentucky scored the greatest number of points. 
scoring 41, all told. The Maine defeated the Missouri 
3 to 1 in the morning game of baseball, and in the after- 
noon the Kentucky nine yielded to the Kearsarge 3 to 2. 
The Alabama won the tug of war, hauling the Massachu- 
setts’ men over the lot. The winners of the other events 
were the following: One hundred yards dash, Rollins, 
Kentucky, 10 4-5 secs. ; 220-yard dash, Rollins, Kentucky. 
23 2-5 sees.; 440-yard dash, Rollins, Kentucky, 51 2-5 
sees.: half mile run, Ellyson, Missouri, 2 min. 8 2-5 
secs.: mile run, Goode, Kentucky, 4 min. 55 secs.; run- 
ning high jump, Glassford, Maine, 5 feet 1 inch, won; 
Neely, same ship, tied for first place with 5 feet 1 inch 
(Glassford won the toss). Running broad jump, Lan- 
denberger, Alabama, 17 feet, 5 3-5 inches; pole vault, 
Ford, Maine, 8 feet; hammer throw, Lieut. Franklin D. 
Karns, Alabama, 83 feet 9 1-2 inches; shot put, Lieuten- 
ant Karns, Alabama. 33 feet 11 1-2 inches. 

So highly successful were the sports that there is a 
general desire to have more of them, and the meet should 
have an important bearing upon the future athletic train- 
ing of crews. -

RECENT DEATHS. 


Brig. Gen, Hugh Boyle Ewing, U.S.V.,'died at his 
home in Lancaster, O., June 30, aged seventy-nine years. 
He was a son of Senator Thomas Ewing. In April, 
1861, he was appointed brigade inspector of Ohio Volun- 
teers and took part in the early engagements in the 
mountains of West Virginia under Generals McClellan 
and Rosecrans. He commanded the 30th Ohio Regiment 
in August, 1861, was appointed brigadier general in 
1862, and was brevetted major general in 1865. At An- 
tietam he led a brigade, as also at the siege of Vicksburg, 
while at Chickamauga he was at the head of a division, 
which formed the advance of Sheridan’s army, and dis- 
tinguished itself by carrying Mission Ridge, after a des- 
perate and bloody struggle. After this, he was ordered 
to North Carolina, and was busily engaged in the prep- 
aration of a secret joint military and naval expedition 
up the Roanoke, when the Confederacy collapsed and the 
war came to an end. General Ewing traveled extensively, 
both in this country and abroad, and was the author of 
“The Grand Ladron; a Tale of Early California”; “A 
Castle in the Air,” “The Black List,’? and a number of 
magazine articles. . 

Mrs. Ninetta Rawles, wife of Charles S. Rawles, died 
at the residence of Brig. Gen, Jacob B. Rawles, U.S.A., 
at San Francisco, Cal., June 20. 

Gen. Amasa Cobb, U.S.V., a Civil War veteran and 
formerly a Congressman and justice of the Supreme 
Court of Nebraska, died at Los Angeles, Cal., July 5, 
aged eighty-two years. 

Private Cornelius F. Harrington, 8th U.S. Inf.. who 
was badly burned on July 4 by premature explosion 
while firing a salute, died July 5. 

Mrs. Acheah Cress, mother of Mrs. A. L. Buffington, 
widow of Dr. A. L. Buffington, U.S.A., died in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., June 30.

Brig. Gen. Thomas C. Lebo, U.S.A., recently promoted 
from colonel, 14th Cavalry, and retired, was born in 
Pennsylvania and from April 26 to July 31, 1861, served 
as a second lieutenant in the 11th Pennsylvania Volun- 
teer Infantry and as a lieutenant and captain in the Ist 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Cavalry from November, 1861, 
until December, 1864. He was transferred to the 2d 
Pennsylvania Volunteer Provisional Cavalry in 1865. He 
was appointed a first lieutenant in the 10th U.S. Cavalry 
June 12, 1867; reached the grade of captain May 17, 
1876; major, 6th Cavalry, July 26, 1893, and lieutenant 
colonel, Ist Cavalry, Sept. 14, 1899. He was made colo- 
nel of the 14th Cavalry in 1901. General Lebo saw a 
good deal of Indian fighting. In 1880, while a captain 
in the 10th Cavalry, the regiment was engaged in the 
campaign against the Apaches under the chief Victoria, 
who, with his whole band, had escaped from the military 
authorities in New Mexico. General Lebo followed an 
Indian trail to the top of Sierra Diabola, and captured 
Victoria's supply camp.

He went with his regiment to the Philippines in 1899, 
and accompanied Lieutenant General Chaffee to China 
in 1900. He commanded the land forces at Portland, 
Me., during the combined Army and Navy maneuvers in 
1903. General Mills was also delegated to witness the 
maneuvers of the British army in India in 1885-86. He 
is a graduate of the Artillery School, class of 1882.

Col. Edward A. Godwin, U.S.A., recently promoted 
and assigned to command the 14th U.S. Cav., vice Lebo, 
made brigadier general and retired, was a private in the 
1st West Virginia Volunteers, Feb. 13, 1865, and in Oc- 
tober of the same year was appointed a cadet at the 
U.S.M.A. He was graduated June 15, 1870, as a sec- 
ond lieutenant and assigned to the 8th Cavalry. He 
served as a first lieutenant and captain in that command 
and on July 1, 1899, when promoted major, he went to 
the 7th Cavalry, and in 1902 he was transferred to the 
10th Cavalry. He reached the grade of lieutenant colo- 
nel and was assigned to the 9th Cavalry Jan. 16, 1903. 
During the war with Spain he served as colonel of the 
7th U.S. Volunteer Infantry and in the Philippine war 
he served as colonel of the 40th U.S. Volunteer Infantry. 

Two premature explosions occurred at posts of the 
Army on July 4 in firing salutes in honor of the day. and 
resulting in the most serious injuries. At Fort Jay, 
N.Y., Private Correlius F. Harrington, Co. H, 8th 
U.S. Inf.. while inserting a charge in a five-inch gun, re- 
ceived the full force of the charge. He was thrown 
twenty feet, both his eyes were blown out, his right arm 
was almost torn off, the clothing was ripped from his 
body and he was burned from head to feet. Sergt. Frank 
Webb, of the same company, received two deep gashes, 
one in the neck and one over the right eye, and was pain- 
fully burned about the face and head. Private Ivon 
Abrams, of Co. G, of the same regiment, suffered severe 
powder burns. Almost as soon as Harrington inserted 
the charge of powder it exploded, sending its contents 
backward. It is believed that a piece of a cartridge bag 
was still smouldering from the first shot and that the 
strong breeze blowing in from the bay kindled a spark 
which ignited the powder before Harrington could close 
and securely fasten the breech block of the gun. It be- 
came necessary immediately to amputate the left arm 
of Harrington. who died in the hospital July 5. In 
firing the salue at Fort Warren, Boston Harbor, 
the charge of the sixteenth round exploded prema- 
turely, injuring two privates of the 96th Company,

TRANSFER OF PAUL JONES’ BODY. 


The formal transfer of the body of John Paul Jones 
to the representatives of the United States by France 
took place on July 6 in Paris, the ceremony being very 
impressive. From the Ecole Militaire the American bat- 
talion and officials were escorted by the 113th Regiment 
of the line to the American Church in the Avenue de 
l’Alma, which was appropriately decorated, The highest 
official, military and naval dignitaries of France were 
present, together with the diplomatic representatives of 
many countries, and a fashionable crowd of people filled 
every corner of the church. The coffin, covered with a 
flag of wreaths, lay at the foot of the sanctuary steps. 
The Rev. Dr. Morgan, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Tully, 
officiated. 

General Porter, Secretary Loomis and Admiral Sigs- 
bee and his staff sat in the front seats. Behind them sat 
the military attachés of the different Powers in full uni- 
form. The front benches to the left of the altar were 
occupied by Prime Minister Rouvier, Minister of Marine 
Thomson, Minister of War Berteaux, Admiral Fournier 
and General Brugere. Behind them sat the diplomats. 

The. solemn transfer of the remains was made by Gen. 
Horace Porter, recently the American Ambassador to 
France, now Special Ambassador, and the finder and cus- 
todian of the Admiral’s body, to Mr. Francis Loomis, who 
had been appointed Junior Special Ambassador to receive 
it. Mr. Loomis in his turn commissioned Rear Admiral 
Sigsbee, commander of the special squadron despatched 
from the United States for the purpose, to transport it 
to America. In transferring the body to Mr. Loomis 
General Porter said in part: “I have the honor to de- 
liver to the Government through you the remains of Ad- 
miral Jones. It is a matter of extreme gratification that 
the body of this intrepid commander should be conveyed 
across the sea by war vessels of the Navy of which he 
was the honored founder and to whose sailors his name 
is still an inspiration.” 

Mr. Loomis, accepting the charge, turned to Admiral 
Sigsbee and confided to him the remains of a brother 
sailor. A squad of sailors then lifted the coffin and 
marched with it to the outside of the church, where it 
was placed upon a gun carriage adorned with the Amer- 
ican and French flags. Mounted Municipal Guards lined 
the Avenue de l’'Alma. A French regiment led the pro- 
cession, and was followed by the American marines and 
bluejackets and the gun carriage bearing the body. Gen- 
eral Dubois, representing President Loubet, followed on 
horseback. Then came Admiral Sigsbee and his staff, 
and next General Porter, with Ambassador McCormick 
and Assistant Secretary of State Loomis. Following them 
eame the staff of the American Embassy, headed by 
Henry Vigneau, secretary of the embassy, and Premier 
Reuvier and Ministers Berteaux, Thomson and Clemen- 
el, then the American Chamber of Commerce, the Amer- 
ican Association, the American Club and the general 
public, The procession was an inspiring sight, 





On reaching the tribune the coffin was placed beneath

an awning covered with flowers, and General Dubois, 
Admiral Sigsbee and the American Ambassadors stood 
before it. The Americans marched past, followed by a 
brigade of two regiments of foot and a regiment of cav- 
alry. Later the body was placed in a specially arranged 
saloon carriage for transportation to Cherbourg under a 
guard of honor. 

The second squadron of the U.S. North Atlantic Fleet, 
in command of Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, con- 
sisting of the armored cruiser Brooklyn and the protected 
cruisers Chattanooga, Tacoma and Galveston, ordered 
to France to receive the body of John Paul Jones, ar- 
rived in the harbor of Cherbourg on June 30, and were 
received with the usual honors. The squadron presented 
a fine appearance, as led by the flagship Brooklyn, it 
dropped anchor in the inner harbor at an anchorage 
designated by Admiral Besson, the commander of the 
port. 

The complete voyage was made at an average speed of 
twelve knots, and the vessels maintained column forma- 
tion from the beginning to the end. A practical demon- 
stration of the utility of wireless telegraphy was given 
during the voyage by a very complete installation of in- 
struments on board the Brooklyn. One message was 
received from the Cape Cod station when the squadron 
was more than a thousand miles out, others from the 
Irish station and from passing steamers, including the 
New York and the Deutschland. 

The fleet, after anchoring, was at once the center of 
attraction, and while numerous small craft passed around 
the ships, many people lined the quays and other vantage 
points to see the Americans, and many of the houses 
displayed American flags. Officers and men were enter- 
tained in the most hospitable manner by French officers 
and others, and many complimentary entertainments 
were arranged in their honor. 

The Second Division of the French Northern Squad- 
ron, composed of the battleship Bouvines, flying the flag 
of Admiral Leygues, and the battleships Trehouart and 
Henri IV., arrived at Cherbourg July 1 to assist in the 
honors to be accorded to the American squadron. Both 
squadrons saluted, and after the Frenchmen dropped 
anchor, Rear Admiral Sigsbee and Admiral Leygues ex- 
changed visits. The French warships anchored alter- 
nately between the American ships, thus heightening the 
comparison of the ponderousness of the French types 
with the trim lines of the American yessels. The ships 
of both squadrons were dressed, the flags of the two 
countries being interplaced. 

Rear Admiral Sigsbee, accompanied by Capt. J. M. 
Hawley, of the Brooklyn, and Comdrs. A. Sharp, of the 
Chattanooga; W. G. Cutler, of the Galveston, and R. F. 
Nicholson, of the Tacoma, and Lieut. Comdr. Frederick 
Bowers, Surg. J. M. Steele, Paymr, S. L. Heap, Lieuts.

Hailing the Chattanooga, the admiral of 
the strange craft, which turned out to be the catamaran 
Hornet, announced that he was coming alongside, as 
Uncle Sam had arrived to go over “his ships.””’ Uncle 
Sam was a lanky individual with a long goatee, dressed 
in a curious costume of somewhat showy pattern, red 
stripes on a white ground, with stars sprinkled about 
wherever there was room. The other was a robust young 
woman with an immense mass of blond hair. Ushered 
down into a wardroom by Lieutenant Burrage, cigars 
were handed round. All the vessels were visited in succes- 
sion, the party being received with full honors on board 
the Bouvines and other French ships. In the afternoon 
the American officers attended a reception given by the 
Maritime Prefect, Vice Admiral Besson, at the Prefec- 
ture, while a delegation of more than two hundred men 
were entertained by the French seamen with a “punch 
dhonneur,” followed by a concert, and later by an 
“aperitif d’honneur” and a matinée performance at a 
music hall, 

On July 6 a battalion of marines and bluejackets from 
the U.S. warships, numbering some 525 officers and men, 
went to Paris on two special trains. Upon arrival the 
Americans were met by a company of French infantry, 
and the flags of both forces were lowered in salute, 
while a great crowd present shouted ‘Vive les Ameri- 
cains!”” “Vive la France!” the entire multitude un- 
covering respectfully, while the American anthem was 
played. Another outburst of enthusiasm greeted the 
“Marseillaise.” and then the French escort took up the 
line of march across the Esplanade of the Invalides to 
the Avenue Piquet, and thence to the Military School, 
which was used as a barracks for the Americans. All 
along the route crowds cheered and women waved their 
handkerchiefs and miniature flags, and there was a 
continuous shout of “Vive les Americains!” The Ameri- 
can contingent made a very favorable impression by their 
sturdy bronzed appearance and smartness of movement. 
They were received at the Military School by a battalion 
of French troops drawn up in the great court.

On turning 
to “Paul,” we find “the pirate’ toned down to “Ad- 
miral in the Russian navy.” ‘The portraits include en- 
gravings by English, German and French artists con- 
temporary with Jones (Moreau le jeune, among the last), 
as well as modern prints by American engravers, and 
illustrate the various types of his portraits that have 
become familiar. The exhibit has been considerably 
enlarged by the addition of Government publications, 
relating to prize money and the heirs of Jones, books, 
portraits and other illustrations.

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 98, JUNE 19, 19%, WAR DEPT. 

This order, which is one of forty pages, publishes the 
proceedings of a G.C.M. at Fort Preble, Me., of which 
Lieut. Col, Alexander Rodgers, 15th Cav., was president, 
and Capt. William T, Johnson, 15th Cav., judge advocate, 
for the trial of Ist Lieut. Frederick McC. Smith, Art. 
Corps, on the following charges: 

Charge 1.—‘‘Causing false and fraudulent claims to be 
made against the United States (fourteen specifications). 

Charge II.—Violation of 60th Article of War (eighteen 
specifications). 

Charge III.—Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man (twenty-one specifications). 

Charge IV.—Disobedience of orders. 

Additional charge—‘‘Embezzlement.”’ 

The accused was found guilty of all the charges and 
was sentenced ‘‘to be dismissed the service of the U.S., 
to pay a fine of twelve hundred dollars, and to be con- 
fined at such penitentiary as the reviewing authority may 
direct for the period of one year.’’ President Roosevelt, 
in reviewing the proceedings, said: ‘The sentence in 
the foregoing case of ist Lieut. Frederick McC. Smith, 
Artillery Corps, is approved. On the recommendation of 
the Chief of Staff, which is concurred in by the Acting 
Secretary of War, so much of the sentence as imposes a 
fine of twelve hundred dollars is remitted.

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If it be true, as stated, that an officer of the British 
navy, Commander Pakenham, was aboard Admiral Togo’s 
flagship during the great battle in the Korean Straits, 
his report on that remarkable engagement will be await- 
ed with profound interest by naval experts throughout 
the world. We shall doubtless receive from him an au- 
thoritative word on the question of placing armor plat- 
ing below the water line on warships, together with some 
timely information as to Japanese progress in the use 
of torpedo craft and submarines, provided vessels of 
the latter type were employed in the destruction of 
Rojestvensky’s fleet. It is predicted in British naval 
circles that Commander Pakenham’s report will affirm 
the belief of Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N. that the 
real lesson of Togo’s victory is that the battleship is the 
vital element of a modern fleet, that torpedo craft, while 
important in their way, are simple auxiliaries, and that 
naval efficiency requires superior gunnery as a first es- 
sential. ‘Ranking with the demand for battleships.” 
says a writer in the Hampshire Telegraph, of Ports- 
mouth, in a discussion of Admiral Dewey’s views, “is 
the necessity for the training of the personnel of the 
navy. Rojestvensky, who tried to whip green crews into 
shape in six months, and failed, as compared with the 
veteran fighters of Togo, has proved that fighting crews, 
like fighting ships, cannot be made in a day. American 
crews under American officers undoubtedly would have 
been much better prepared for a severe engagement than 
were Admiral Rojestvensky’s men, but they still would 
not have been in the same class with men who had 
been trained in discipline and gun-fire for more than 
two or three years.”

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OUR NEW NAVAL SECRETARY. 

The Navy have scarcely had time to settle, more or 
less to their satisfaction, the question, “Who is Mor- 
ton’? when they are puzzled with another inquiry as to 
“Who is Bonaparte”? In the present case there is, of 
course, 2 much more definite idea of personality associ- 
ated with so historical a name. All know that it signi- 


fies, not merely high, even royal, lineage and assured 
social position, associated with great wealth, but dis- 
tinguished ability, great force and independence of 


character, sterling integrity; all of the personal qualities, 
in short, which we could ask for in the head of the Navy. 

What does the name signify as to knowledge of and 
interest in naval matters? That is the problem that 
perplexes the Navy and all who are interested in its 
welfare. It is not reassuring to find it suggested that 
Mr, Bonaparte’s tenure of the ‘naval office is to be only 
temporary, and that, as in the case of Mr. Moody and 
Mr. Morton, the appointment is intended as a stepping 
stone to something beyond. The Navy is surely worthy 
of the most serious attention, the most conscientious: 
study, even of a man so conspicuous for ability as: 
Charles J. Bonaparte. It has been the victim of too 
many changes of management, and it is time that its 
interests were considered more seriously. 

In the beginning the Navy was the foster child of the 
Army, and when in 1798 it was separated from the 
control of the War Department the idea seemed to pre- 
vail that the proper men to administer its affairs were 
merchants. Of the first six naval secretaries who held 
sway for twenty years, one, William Jones (1813), was 
an officer who served in the Navy during the War of 
the Revolution. The other five, Benjamin Stoddert 
(1798-1801), Robert Smith (1801-5), Paul Hamilton 
(1809-13), and the two Crowinshields, J. (1805-9), and 
Bb. W. (1814-18), were merchants and very timid mer- 
chants some of them were, as our experience during the: 
War of 1812 showed. Since 1818 we have had three: 
business men in brief control, David Henshaw (1848),: 
Adolph E. Borie (1869), and Paul Morton. 

Three of the most efficient secretaries have been: 
literary men. James K. Paulding (1838-41), George Ban- 
croft (1845-9), John P. Kennedy (1852), and Gideom 
Welles (1861-9). The most capable and notable ad- 
ministration has been that of Gideon Welles, who had a 
previous experience of several years as chief clerk of 
one of the naval bureaus (1846-9), and was favored with 
the efficient assistance of Gustavus Vasa Fox who had 
been an officer of the Navy and had had experience also 
in the merchant service. 

With the exception of the dozen already named, all 
of our thirty-seven secretaries, down to the time of 
Bonaparte, have been lawyers, and eight of the lawyers 
judges. Richard W. Thompson (1877-81) commenced 
and ended his life in business pursuits, but meantime he 
practised law. 

It is a singular fact that two of our thirty-seven sec- 
retaries have been killed by the guns of a man-of-war: 
Abel P. Upshur (1841), who had been meanwhile trans- 
ferred to the Department of State, and Thomas W. Gil- 
mer (1844), were both killed by the bursting of the. 
“Peacemaker” on board the U.S.S. Princeton at Wash- 
ington, Feb. 28, 1844. Thus it would appear that the. 
percentage of mortality among naval secretaries, as the- 
result of burning powder, has been higher than among 


Navy officers—a fact to which the attention of Mr.. 
Bonaparte is duly directed. 
Mr. Bonaparte certainly inherits naval traditions; 


for his grandfather, the brother of the first Napoleon, 
was educated for the Navy, entering the French navy 
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at the age of fifteen, at the time Robert Fulton was 
endeavoring to persuade the First Consul to adopt his 
ideas of warfare. The naval ambition which it was im- 
possible to arouse in the breast of Jerome now has an 
opportunity to assert itself in his descendant: whose in- 
fusion of Yankee blood has made him much more of a 
man than was the husband of Elizabeth Patterson, the 
Baltimore belle whose advent into-the. family of Na- 
poleon so disturbed the equanimity’ of the’ self-willed 
and ambitious Emperor a century ago...It was while he 
was cruising in our waters that Jerome Bonaparte met 
his Maryland bride. The mother of. the secretary was 
Miss Williams, of Roxbury, Mass., and his' wife; te whom 
he was married in 1875, was Miss Ellen Channing Day, 
of Boston. His elder brother, Jerome Napoleon Bona- 
parte, was graduated from the U.S. Military Academy 
in 1852. He served in the Mounted Rifles until he re- 
signed in 1853. In 1854 he was appointed a second 
lieutenant, 7th Dragoons, French Imperial army, serv- 
ing gallantly in the Crimean war, receiving the Turkish 
order of the “Medijidie,” and the Crimean medal from 
Queen Victoria. Transferred to the Ist Chasseurs d’ 
Afrique, he served as captain in the campaign against 
Austria, gaining various decorations for gallantry. In 
1867 he was transferred to the Dragoons de L’Impera- 
trice. He died at Beverley, Mass., Sept. 3, 1893, aged 
63. It was the ambition of his grandmother, who died 
in 1879, to seat him on the throne of France after the 
death of Napoleon III. Fortunately our new secretary 
has no such ambitions and his highest pride is in his 
American citizenship. 

To reform the civil service has been Mr. Bonaparte’s 
chief ambition, and it may be on the program that he is 
to revise the somewhat antiquated naval methods in 
civil administration. As our new secretary has been 
noted for antipathy to politicians and machine methods, 
we may hope that he will be insensible to “pulls” of 
every kind and inclined to dispose of officers according 
to their merits and not according to their influence. 
Independent in his circumstances, inflexible in his de- 
termination to accomplish what he believes to be right, 
indifferent to position and influence, a thorough gentle- 
man by instinct and training, our new Secretary is pre- 
cisely the kind of man we need in his position. If he 
will devote his fine talents to the study of Navy needs 
and naval characteristics, and for a sufficient length of 
time, he can do a great work for the Service and the 
country. 

In a sketch of Mr. Bonaparte the Independent says: 
“Personally the new cabinet officer is one of the most 
interesting figures in Baltimore. Although past the fif- 
tieth milestone of his age, his regular habits and strong 
constitution give him the appearance of a man of forty, 
or even less. He not only looks the gentleman, but 
dresses as one, every feature of his attire indicating 
neatness and refined taste. He wears a ‘turndown col- 
lar’, to the invariable accompaniment of a black bow 
tie. His face is always freshly shaven and his skin 
presents a healthy glow, set off by his coal-black mus- 
tache and hair. His French ancestry is in part indi- 
cated by the vivacity of his gestures. He talks about 
everyday subjects exactly as he writes an interview, and 
he is, therefore, an exceedingly interesting character. 
Every word he utters and every idea he advances indi- 
eates his originality of thought. In conversation and 
mannerisms he is unlike anyone else, and his style is 
of the individual kind that no one can imitate.” 
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EDWIN M. STANTON. 


The life of “Edwin McMasters Stanton, the Autocrat 
of Rebellion, Emancipation and Reconstruction,” by 
Frank Abiel Flower, published by The Saalfield Publish- 
ing Company, Akron, O., reveals the character of the 
man more clearly than anything which has thus far ap- 
peared. Nicolay and Hay, in their “Life of Lincoln,” 
describe Stanton as “largely materialistic,” with “strong 
instinctive perception,” great “physical and mental en- 
ergy,” a “worker of workers,” with method and organiza- 
tion his “prime intuitions.” ‘He was impatient of de- 
lay and intolerant of neglect; positive in his personal 
friendships, positive in his party convictions, positive in 
his judgments, positive to the last degree in his expres- 
sions.” Sherman describes Stanton as notoriously vin- 
dictive in his prejudices and ready to listen to any story 
discrediting soldiers he did not like. Grant says that 
Stanton’s natural disposition was “to assume all power 
and control in all matters that he had anything whatever 
to do with,” boldly taking command of the armies, though 
he knew nothing about war. “He cared nothing for the 
feelings of others. In fact, it seemed to be pleasanter to 
him to disappoint than to gratify.” 

These estimates of Stanton by men who were brought 
into intimate personal contact with him and knew him 
well are fully confirmed by his biographer and apologist, 
Mr. Flower. That he was a man deterred by no scruples 
in accomplishing his purpose is well known, but it has 
been charitably supposed that it was zeal for a righteous 
cause during the war that carried him beyond the limits 
within which men of a finer mold are restrained by prin- 
ciple. 

Mr. Flower shows, on the contrary, that in his acts as 
Secretary of War Stanton was simply displaying on a 
larger field the characteristics he had previously exhib- 
ited as a lawyer. In concert with Peter H. Watson he 
secured what Mr. Flower admits was an unjust decision, 
in a patent case before the Supreme Court, and his as- 
-sociate, Watson, found out in advance what were the 





conclusions of the court by bribing the negro servant at- 
tending in the room where the judges held their consul- 
tations, to report what he heard. This case was won 
by a shameful piece of dishonest trickery which deceived 
the court as to the facts. How far Stanton was re- 
sponsible for this does not appear, but there is one in- 
stance noted on page 62 of what the biographer evidently 
regards as the legitimate trickery of the law in which 
Stanton was the principal. There are other cases cited 
in which Stanton made the worse appear the better rea- 
son. Success, and not a just interpretation of the law 
and the facts, were the end for which he strove as a 
lawyer, as well as an administrative officer, though from 
the standpoint of his profession he appears to have been 
regarded as an honorable attorney. 

By training and mental habitude Mr. Stanton was un- 
fitted to understand the soldier, and his arbitrary and un- 
scrupulous exercise of the power Lincoln placed in his 
hands went beyond even the most uncompromising exer- 
cise of legitimate military authority. It may have been 
best that it should be so, in view of the conditions of the 
time and that is the excuse made for him, but he was a 
man to be feared and hated by those under his control, 
rather than loved and trusted. Mr. Flower would have 
it appear that Stanton’s usurpations were an expression 
of his patriotic determination to keep in their place mili- 
tary men whose fidelity to the cause he distrusted. But 
is this true of Grant and Sherman, with whose legitimate 
exercise of the authority they knew how to wield far bet- 
ter than he, the Secretary constantly interfered? Was it 
true of Custer and Kilpatrick and others to whose arbi- 
trary and shameful arrest by Stanton we referred in 
our article of June 17. on “The Russian View”? 

General Grant, in his Memoirs (Vol. II p. 37), speak- 
ing of the period after the clo8e of the war when there 
was no further need for the interference with military 
routine, if such need ever existed, says: ‘Owing to his 
natural disposition to assume all power and control in 
all matters that he had anything whatever to do with, 
he boldly took command of the armies, and, while issu- 
ing no orders on the subject, prohibited any order from 
me going out of the adjutant general’s office until he had 
approved it. This was done by directing the adjutant 
general to hold any orders that came from me to be is- 
sued from the adjutant general’s office until he had ex- 
amined them and given his approval. He never disturbed 
himself, either, in examining my orders until it was en- 
tirely convenient for him; so that orders which I had 
prepared would often lie there three or four days before 
he would sanction them. I remonstrated against this in 
writing and the Secretary apologetically restored me to 
my rightful position of General-in-Chief of the Army. 
But he;soon lapsed again and to@k control much as be- 
fore.” 

As to the theory that Stanton’s imperious ways were 
necessary to keep President Lincoln in order, General 
Grant says (Vol. II., p. 381): “He felt no hesitation 
in assuming the functions of the Executive, or in acting 
without advising with him. If his act was not sustained 
he would change it—if he saw the matter would be fol- 
lowed up until he did so. * * * Mr. Lincoln did not 
require a guardian to aid him in the fulfilment of a pub- 
lic trust. Mr. Lincoln was not timid, and he was willing 
to trust his generals in making and executing their 
plans. The Secretary was very timid, and it was impos- 
sible for him to avoid interfering with the armies cov- 
ering the capital when it was sought to defend it by an 
offensive movement against the army guarding the Con- 
federate capital. He could see our weakness, but he 
could not see that the enemy was in danger. The enemy 
would not have been in danger if Mr. Stanton had been 
in the field.” 

That Stanton was physically timid is indicated by the 
manner in which he accepted the treatment Gen. Harry 
Neglée gave him when he backed him into a corner of 
his office, thrust his fist into his face and threatened to 
smash his old face if he repeated an insult that 
had galled the high-spirited and independent soldier. It 
is told of Stanton on another occasion that when he was 
riding in his carriage his bushy beard was grabbed by a 
young Cavalry officer, Treichel, and he was nearly 
dragged through the window. No insult was intended in 
this case, as Treichel, who had been somewhat convivial 
that day, mistook the great Secretary for an acquain- 
tance of his and was offended because he would not re- 
spond to his greeting. The young man was promptly ar- 
rested, but in this instance Stanton was magnanimous 
enough to yield to the entreaty of friends and overlook 
the unintended offense. 

The book is profusely illustrated with portraits, etc., 
but the copy we have is so badly bound that it has come 
apart in the handling. The author has done his part 
well and his work is an interesting and valuable contri- 
bution to the literature of the War of the Rebellion. 

In the course of a thoughtful paper on desertion from 
the Navy, published in the Proceedings of the United 
States Naval Institute, Lieut. Comdr. John Hood urges 
increased effort to keep undesirable characters out of the 
Navy, and with that object in view he holds that in the 
case of men in their first year of enlistment a man in 
any home port whom a board of three officers find after 
investigation to be a vicious character shall, with the 
approval of the captain, be summarily discharged. This 
penalty is not recommended for the thoughtless and un- 
trained, but only for those of the new recruits who show 
criminal tendencies. utter lawlessness or worthlessness, 
and old offenders whose records are already established. 
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Commander Hood also believes that on a foreign station, 
an equally summary proceeding should be sufficient to 
remove the man at once from his ship to the nearest 
point for shipping home. Few of the undesirables would 
escape this process, and it would be possible to remove 
them before their influence on their weaker brothers had 
been established, instead of being compelled, as now, to 
keep them on their ‘ships, often for. weeks on the home 
station, and for months on foreign stations, during which 
time their influence for bad is at its greatest, while the 
present unwieldy summary court proceedings are going 
through their slow process of reference to Washington 
and back again, with a likelihood of reversal of sentence 
at the end. “I believe in our enlisted men,” says Com- 
mander Hood, “and I believe, as I said before, that the 
body of them are honest and honorable and self-respect- 
ing; and I do not believe that such men should have 
men with a brand upon them thrust amongst them, to 
live shoulder to shoulder with them; nor will a right 
idea of the seriousness and disgrace of desertion ever be 
general among the men as long as the authorities con- 
tinue this baneful practice. For these reasons, I believe, 
and would advocate, that no man convicted of a crime, 
or once sentenced to dishonorable discharge, or who has 
once deserted or attempted to desert, should- ever be sent 
again into general service. If he is deemed worthy of 
clemency, his sentence may be diminished, or the ‘dis- 
honorable’—which deprives him of citizenship—may be 
stricken from his final discharge; but, it seems to me, 
the naval service is too honorable a service to harbor men 
with such a blot on their character, and my own past 
experience with them seems to prove that it is a rare 
case when their after life redeems it.”

Field Marshal Oyama, commanding the Japanese 
forces in Manchuria, has, according to a correspondent 
of the London Daily News, instituted a policy which, 
while it suggests that Japan may not be disposed to re- 
store immediately to China the provinces from which she 
has expelled the Russians, seems likely to be of large . 
practical value to the inhabitants directly affected. The 
correspondent alluded to states that Oyama is quartering 
Japanese soldiers in almost every native house through- 
out thousands of square miles of territory now occupied 
by the armies of Japan, and that these soldiers are plac- 
ing before the natives an impressive example of personal 
cleanliness, order and industry which is already being 
extensively followed. Sanitary and hygienic regulations 
have been established in hundreds of villages, the streets 
are kept clean, public amusements have been introduced, 
parks and play-grounds have been opened, and large 
numbers of Manchurians have been employed in the 
postal service which now makes regular deliveries of 
mail. All this, we repeat, may in some quarters be re- 
garded as discrediting Japan’s avowed purpose of re- 
storing the Manchurian provinces to China on the con- 
clusion of peace, but waiving that question, Oyama’s 
policy is bound to make a profound impression upon the 
minds of the Manchurian populace. If Japan shall do 
for those people what Russia did not in the way of social 
and economic rehabilitation, the effect will inevitably be 
to strengthen and crystalize the sentiment, “Asia for the 
Asiatics.” That sentiment is to-day alive and conscious 
throughout the Orient. It has been deepened by every 
Japanese victory on land or sea, and if it finds justifica- 
tion in the introduction of a new order of things in the 
social and industrial life of Manchuria while hostilities 
are still in progress the dream of a united Asia may 
prove to be less remote than the world has been taught 
to believe. Who shall condemn Oyama’s policy? What- 
ever its ultimate purpose, its immediate effects are gen- 
erous and benign in the highest degree. If there is 
politics back of it, it is politics of a beneyolent sort 
against which Western civilization has no right to pro- 
test.

The War Department will issue in a few days the or- 
der assigning the members of the graduating class at 
West Point to regiments. The order has been practically 
decided upon and the Department is only awaiting action 
by the Chief of Staff, who has been away from Wash- 
ington most of the week on a pleasure trip with General 
Crozier, to issue it. Tentatively it has been decided to 
assign the first thirteen graduates to the Corps of En- 
gineers; forty-five graduates to the Infantry arm, nine- 
teen to the Cavalry and thirty-four to the Artillery 
Corps. Prior to his departure from Washington, Secre- 
tary Taft decided the case of Mr. John Lee Holcombe, 
the civilian candidate for a commission in the Artillery 
Corps, who recently passed a very high professional and 
mental examination, but was found physically disquali- 
fied. The Secretary waived the physical disqualification 
and Mr. Holcombe has been given a commission in the 
Artillery. He takes rank ahead of the recent West Point 
graduates.

sence the Assistant Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff are also absent.

NAVY RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


There will be no compulsory retirement in the Navy 
this year and the “plucking board” of five rear admirals 
which has been in session for the last month at the Navy 
Department has been notified that there have been a suf- 
ficient number of voluntary retirements to make it un- 
necessary for any officers to be compulsorily retired. 
The President has approved the recommendation of the 
Navy Department and fifty-five officers of the grades of 
captain, commander and lieutenant commander were 
placed on the retired list from July 1, 1905. 

The entire Navy will be much interested in this action 
and in the correspondence which passed between the 
Navy Department and the President. Secretary Morton, 
in a letter to the President, dated June 30, the last day 
of his term of office, presented to the Navy Department 
“for consideration and action a list of those officers on 
the active list of the line of the Navy who are applicants 
for retirement under Section 8 of the Navy Personnel 
Act, approved March 3, 1899.” The list was prepared 
in accordance with the law as interpreted by the At- 
torney General, May 20, 1905, in reply to a note from 
the Navy Department, April 21, 1905, submitting ques- 
tions as to Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel Act and 
of the Appropriation Act of March 3, 1901, relating to 
the advancement in rank of naval officers who rendered 
certain services during the war with Spain, which were 
presented as the result of the protest made by Lieut. 
Lloyd H. Chandler, U.S.N., against the Department’s 
interpretation of these acts. 

Secretary Morton’s letter quotes Section 8 of the Navy 
Personnel Act, which provides that captains, command- 
ers and lieutenant commanders of the line may on appli- 
cation have their names placed on a list of “applicants 
for voluntary retirement,” and when at the end of any 
vear the average vacancies above the grade of commander 
have been less than thirteen, above lieutenant commander 
less than twenty, above lieutenant less than twenty-nine, 
and above lieutenant (j.g.) less than forty, the Presi- 
dent may. in the order of their rank, retire a sufficient 
number, with rank and three-fourths sea pay of next 
higher grade, to cause the aforesaid vacancies for the 
fiscal year. 

The Naval Appropriation Act of March 3, 1901, also 
quoted, provides that the advancement in rank of officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps for service during the 
war with Spain, pursuant to the provisions of Sections 
1506 and 1605, Revised Statutes, shall not interfere with 
the regular promotion of officers, but officers so advanced 
for war service shall be carried as additional numbers ; 
and each shall thereafter be promoted in due course, con- 
temporaneously with and to take rank next after the of- 
ficer immediately above him. ; 

Lieutenant Chandler’s contention, the letter continues, 
was that the vacancies created by Act of March 3, 1901, 
should not be counted in construing Sections 8 and 9 of 
the Personnel Act: and that to provide each year for the 
average number of vacancies required under Section 8, 
that applicants for voluntary retirement may be retired 
in sufficient numbers to cause vacancies for the year, re- 
gardless of the fact that vacancies might be made there- 
by for more than thirteen commanders, etc., as the case 
might be. In other words, as long as the average num- 
ber of vacancies for any one grade had not been created, 
applicants for voluntary retirement should be considered 
in the order of their rank, regardless of grade. 

Under the Department’s original interpretation if the 
average of thirteen vacancies required for commanders 
had been made, but the twenty vacancies for lieutenant 
commanders had not, it was held that no more captains 
could be retired voluntarily or involuntarily under the 
act, “beeause the law was satisfied as far as vacancies 
for the commander’s grade was concerned, and therefore 
to create the average twenty vacancies required for lieu- 
tenant commanders, commanders in sufficient numbers to 
make up that average would have to be retired, and this 
process continued down the list to lieutenants, but not to 
lieutenants (j.g.), which grade in certain years has had 
less than the average number of vacancies, forty, re- 
quired for it, because under the act, lieutenants are not 
allowed to retire voluntarily, and only two enforced re- 
tirements can be made from that grade in any one year.” 

The Attorney General sustained Lieutenant Chandler 
in both his contentions, and the effect of the opinion, the 
letter states, is to require fifty-five vacancies to be cre- 
ated under the terms of Sections 8 and 9 for lieutenants 
(j.g.) this year, in order to bring the average for the 
last seven years up to forty as required. 

The list accompanying the letter shows who are on 
the list of “applicants for voluntary retirement,” and it 
is recommended that fifty-five of these officers be retired 
in accordance with the act, in the order of their rank, 
which will create the number of vacancies required by 
law. 

Attention is invited by Secretary Morton to the ages 
and lineal numbers of the captains and commanders on 
the list. The lineal numbers referred to are those dated 
which show their consecutive order in the combined list 
of captains and commanders, which grades have a total 
of 218 names. The list also shows the ages and lineal 
numbers of the lieutenant commanders on the list for 
voluntary retirement. 

“The Department,” it is stated, “believes that the 
age of the applicants, considered in connection with the 
lineal numbers opposite their names, justifies it in recom- 





mending the retirement of those officers, because one of 
the chief reasons for the passage of the Navy Personnel 
Act was to obtain younger commanding officers, and the 
retirement of the officers recommended will assist in ac- 
complishing that end, For instance, take the case of 
Richard Henderson; Commander Henderson is fifty 
years of age and just promoted to the grade of com- 
mander. His services on board battleships began ten 
years ago, and his duty on those vessels has_,included po- 
sitions as watch officer, Lavigator, and executive, succes- 
sively, from time to time. He is now fitted by experience 
as well as ability to command any of our battleships, 
yet he will not arrive at the grade which will permit of 
assigning him to such a command until he would prob- 
ably be about six years older, and before reaching flag 
rank he would retire. Looking down the list of lieuten- 
ant commanders, it will be seen that Commander Hen- 
derson’s case is no worse than that of most of the lieu- 
tenant commanders who have applied for retirement. If 
the services of the officers thus recommended for retire- 
ment were all lost at once in the Navy, the effect might 
prove embarrassing; but this will not be so, because by 
the Appropriation Act, approved June 7, 1900, retired 
officers may be employed up to 1912 on such duty at sea 
or on shore as they are capable of perforfhing, and the 
Department will avail itself of this provision of law as 
circumstances may demand,” 

The original copy of the Attorney General’s letter was 
transmitted to the President with Secretary Morton’s let- 
ter, and also an order for the President’s signature di- 
recting that retirements be made in accordance with this 
recommendation in the event of its meeting with his 
approval. In reply President Roosevelt sent to the Navy 
Department the following letter: 

“The recommendation of the Secretary of the Navy, 
dated June 30, 1905, is approved, and pursuant to the 
provisions of Section 8 of the Act of Congress, approved 
March 3, 1899, entitled ‘an Act to re-organize and in- 
crease the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy and 
Marine Corps of the United States,’ the following named 
officers will be retired from active service and placed 
upon the retired list of officers of the Navy, from June 
30, 1905: ‘

DESIGN OF SIGHT FOR MAGAZINE RIFLE. 


The board of officers appointed by special orders of the 
War Department to meet at Fort Leavenworth for the 
purpose of testing such designs of sights for the U.S. 
magazine rifle, model of 1903, as were referred to it by 
the Chief of Ordnance, has made its report, and the 
same has been submitted to the General Staff, by which 
it has been approved and transmitted to the Military 
Secretary of the Army. The board consisted of the fol- 
lowing officers: Lieut. Col. Stanhope E. Blunt, Ord. 
Dept.; Capt. John F. Thompson, Ord. Dept.; Capt. Wal- 
ter H. Gordon, 18th Inf.; Capt. George W. Read, 9th 
Cav.; Capt. Peter Murray, 18th Inf.; Capt. Herbert 
Deakyne, E.C., and Capt. Harry LaT. Cavenaugh, 10th 
Cav. The recommendations of the board are as follows: 


1. The board does not consider any muzzle cover neces- 
sary. 2. The board recommends the adoption of the front 
sight cover for the caliber .30 carbine, modified for model 
of 1903 rifle. This cover should be retained on the rifle 
when in scabbard. Experience shows that this form of 
protector will give ample protection to the front sight 
when rifle is in or out of scabbard, and will also protect 
the scabbard from wear or cutting by the front sight 

3. The board further recommends no change in the 
form, thickness or size of the front sight proper. 4. The 
board recommends a peep-hole of 0.050 diameter, as that 
size of hole was found to give the most satisfactory re- 
sults at all ranges; and also a strictly U-shaped open 
notch 0”.045 wide by 0”.0325 deep.

This combination of peep and open sight provides a 
sight which will be used at all ranges with the leaf 
vertical, permits use of a peep sight for ranges from 
100 yards to 2,000 yards, inclusive, and for an open sight 
in the drift slide above the peep for all ranges from 100 
yards to 2,100 yards, inclusive; for other ranges up to 
2,400 yards an open sight is provided by a notch on the 
top of the drift slide and for a range of 2,500 yards by a 
notch on the upper cross-arm of the leaf. With the leat 
turned down upon the movable base, the open notch on 
the face (or cap) of the slide corresponds, for any posi- 
tion of the slide along the leaf up to 2,200 yards to a 
range of 400 yards, and would therefore be suitable for 
battle conditions at the shorter ranges without any ad- 
justment. The sight also affords automatic correction 
for drift with the leaf raised and a correction for 400 
yards with the leaf down and a wind gauge in which the 
actual correction is constant for all adjustments of the 
Se eee raised.

The. general design of the rear sight, hand guard and 
front sight cover, was approved by the Chief of Ordnance 
in the endorsement quoted in the foregoing. The minor 
changes suggested by him, viz.: lengthening the tangent 
screw about 0.1 inch, and placing the white metal line 
upon the drift slide, are along the lines recommended by 
the board, and the reports of officers contained in ap- 
pendix, “A,’’ to the proceedings of the board, and should 
be approved. 

It is believed that the position of the Chief of Ordnance 
is correct, with reference to the auxiliary slides gradu- 
ated up to 3,500 yards—suggested by the board, “if prac- 
ticable.’’ In the Russo-Japanese wars the Russians used 
volleys in all their firing, beginning at long ranges and 
continuing until the final rush of the Japanese. The 
Japanese fire is always individual in action. Volley fire 
was noted only once in seven months’ observation, used 
against a retreating Russian force massed, at an esti- 
mated range of 1, to 2,000 yards, and this fire soon 
ceased. Small arms fire at such extreme ranges as 
2,500 yards is of practically no value, while ranges from 
2,500 to 3,500 yards are artillery ranges pure and simple. 
The experiences of this war are demonstrating the value 
of the American idea of having skilled individual marks- 
men, not a body of men firing volleys into the air with 
the hope of accidentally hitting something. 

The division also concurs in the opinion of the Chief 
of Ordnance that the issue of sights having different 
sizes of peep-holes does not appear necessary. A man 
who has obtained a special slide turns in his rifle on dis- 
charge, and the next man to receive the rifle will want 
some other slide. There will be constant and unnecessary 
changes. The standard peep recommended by the board 
(after thorough test) as suitable to meet all the require- 
ments of shooting under battle conditions, should not be 
changed unless practical experience by ail arms of the 
Service using the rifle dictates such a change. It is there- 
fore recommended that the report of the board be ap- 
proved, subject to the modifications contained in the en- 
dorsement of the Chief of Ordnance thereon. 


The endorsement of the Chief of Ordnance referred to 
in the above report is as follows: 

“1. Respectfully submitted to the Military Secretary, 
recommending approval of the general design of rear 
sight, hand guard and front sight cover suggested by the 
board. U.S. magazine rifle, model of 1903, No. 95641, 
to which those articles have been assembled, is forwarded 
herewith. 

“2. The following minor changes are deemed advisable, 
viz.: (a) The tangent screw to be lengthened about 0.1 
inch to enable the screw head to be more easily grasped ; 
the end of the screw head will project less than that on 
the slide and be within the lines of the hand guard. Its 
diameter should also be slightly enlarged. 

““(b) The white metal line on the model of 1908 sight 
met with such general approval as to warrant its appli- 
eation to the new sight without further trial. 

“3. The issue of an auxiliary leaf for ranges from 
2.600 to 3,500 yards does not seem warranted, as small 
arms fire is of little value beyond 2,000 yards; at longer 
ranges the shrapnel fire of Field Artillery is much more 
effective. 

“The issue of sights having different sizes of peep holes 
does not appear necessary, and is not recommended.”

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COAST ARTILLERY INSTRUCTION. 


We made some mention in our issue of July 1 of the 
important General Order, No. 98, War Department, re- 
vising the details of methods of instruction of the 
Coast Artillery. This order is one of the most important 
that has been issued to the Artillery this year, and con- 
tains many new and interesting features which coast 
artillerists will read with interest. An entirely new 
paragraph, incorporated in the order under the caption, 
“To Arms,” and a paragraph on “Mortar Batteries” 
will be found of special interest. They follow: 

“TO ARMS.” 


One week annually during a suitable season, to be se- 
lected by the Artillery district commander and to be the 
same time for all posts in the same battle command, the 
companies manning the various batteries of the battle 
command will be camped in the immediate vicinity of the 
batteries. Such places as would be selected for this pur- 
pose, under conditions of threatened attack, will be se- 
lected by the Artillery district commander and assigned 
to the companies. During this period service conditions 
will obtain at the batteries and their equipment and ac- 
ecessories. ‘‘To Arms’’ will be sounded at such time dur- 
ing the day and night as the battery commander may 
designate, Extra and special duty men and the men on 
the list given in paragraph 8, except the company cooks, 
will be excused from this camp duty. The Artillery dis- 
trict commander will prepare a plan of operation for this 
period assuming certain conditions of attack, and en- 
deavor will be made to make the exercises of practical 
value to the command in developing the possibilities of 
the defense. All other routine drill and instruction will 
be omitted during this period. All available boat trans- 
portation will be made as full use of as practicable. 


MORTAR BATTERIES, 


A mortar battery as a tactical unit consists of two pits 
of four mortars each. Where sixteen mortars are mount- 
ed in the same work, they comprise two tactical mortar 
hatteries. If the pits are in line, the division is made be- 
tween pits B and C; if the pits are at the corners of a 
rectangle, the division will be made in accordance with 
the principles set forth in Artillery Notes, No. 28. 

When two or more companies at the same post are 
assigned to mortars for drill and practice, they will be 
assigned by Artillery district commanders to particular 
tactical batteries, so that as many complete batteries 
of eight mortars each as practicable shall be maintairied 
in commission, 

Each mortar battery to which two companies are 
assigned will be organized as prescribed in drill regula- 
tions for Coast Artillery (provisional). The senior officer, 
a major if practicable, will be assigned as battery com- 
mander; the next ranking officer as battery officer; and 
the remaining officers as emplacement and range officers 
according to their respective fitness. 

All instructions relative to submarine mining, which 
hitherto have been in a special general order, are con- 
tained in this order. Little change is made in the in- 
structions already published. The following paragraph, 
however, on Service practice for torpedo companies, is 
new: 

Service practice for torpedo companies and detachments 
will be had during the visit of a torpedo planter at posts 
equipped with submarine mine material. It will consist 
in firing by judgment the authorized number of mines 
with full Service charges. The mine commander will be 
in immediate charge of the practice. A regulation Artil- 
lery target will be used on a towline 500 yards long. As 
soon as the tug crosses the line of mines this fact will 





be indicated by raising a red flag at a point on shore 
previously designated to the range party on the tug. 
This signal will be answered by raising a red flag on the 
tug. After this latter signal tracking of the target will 
commence. On account of possible danger from loaded 
mines the tracking of target will not begin before time 
stated and these mines will not be planted in usually navi- 
gated channels. Dynamite will not be used as an ex- 
plosive for this practice. 

Infantry instruction for Coast Artillery troops is given 
in great detail in the new order. This was found neces- 
sary in order to avoid further differences of opinion be- 
tween commanding officers of Coast Artillery troops and 
inspectors as to the proper interpretation of the orders 
regarding Infantry instruction for Artillery troops. The 
following paragraph, under this heading, is important: 

Instruction in-Advance and Rear Guard, Outposts and 
Marches, will not be required of Coast Artillery troops, 
except in immediate preparation for active duty as In- 
fantry, when specifically designated for such duty by 
orders from the War Department. 

The ranges for Artillery practice for the practice year 
1905-1906 have been reduced. Following is the para- 
graph relating to Artillery practice for that year: 

All Service practice will be at moving targets. The 
ranges at which practice shall be held are as fol- 
lows: 

For fifteen-pounders, at ranges from 800 to 1,500 yards. 

For four-inch, four and seven-tenths-inch, and five-inch 
R.F. guns, from 2,000 to 4,000 yards. 

For six-inch guns, from 3,000 to 5,000 yards. 

For eight-inch, ten-inch, and twelve-inch rifles, 5,000 to 
7,500 yards. 

For steel mortars, ranges covered by the sixth, seventh, 
eighth and ninth zones, inclusive. 

For cast-iron mortars, ranges covered by the fourth, 
fifth, sixth, seventh, and eighth zones, inclusive. 

Firing in Artillery practice except within the limits of 
ranges herein prescribed is prohibited. 
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JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL’S DECISIONS. 


The Judge Advocate General of the Army has ren- 
dered an important opinion this week on the right of a 
court-martial to sentence a sergeant to be reduced to the 
rank of corporal. This is a question which has never 
before been passed upon, and the decision of General Da- 
vis will be read with interest throughout the Army, It 
follows: ‘‘The case in reference is a peculiar one and, 
so far as the records of this office show, has never arisen 
in connection with the trial of an enlisted man, The 
court-martial which tried Judge Advocate General Swain, 
upon a finding of guilty as to certain offenses with which 
he was charged, sentenced him to be reduced to the rank 
of major in the Judge Advocate General’s Department. 
It was held by the President that the sentence was un- 
lawful, as its effect was to induct the accused into an 
office which, under the law, could only be filled by an 
exercise of the constitutional appointing power. The 
case in reference is substantially the same as that above 
referred to. The Army Regulations prescribe how a 
grade of corporal shall be filled, and there is no authority 
for the view that, if a vacancy exists in that grade, it 
ean be filled by the rc ‘uction of a sergeant in pursuance 
of the sentence of a . wurt-martial. It is proper to ob- 
serve, also, that the 83d Article of War authorizes a 
non-commissioned officer to be reduced to the ranks and 
contains no words which would authorize reduction to an 
intermediate grade. I am therefore of opinion that the 
reduction of a sergeant to the grade of corporal, by sen- 
tence of a court-martial, would not be authorized.” 

The Judge Advocate General was recently called upon 
to decide whether the post laundry at Fort Leavenworth 
could rightfully compete with private laundries for the 
laundry work at the hospital at that post. General Da- 
vis calls attention to the fact that this question is now 
before the Treasury Department for decision and adds 
that the post laundry is an agency established by the 
commanding officer at Fort Leavenworth, under the au- 
thority of the Secretary of War, for doing such laundry 
work for officers and enlisted men stationed at the post 
as may be tendered to it for that purpose. It is an 
agency of the United States to the same extent that the 
post exchange is a Government agency; and General Da- 
vis can see no reason why by analogy the Act of March 
2, 1905, which he cites, should not apply to the extent 
of allowing laundry work for the post hospital to be 
done in the new laundry: and it is recommended that 
that course be authorized. 

In the case of Private Beyer of the Army, the Judge 
Advocate General has held that the sentence of a sum- 
mary court-martial that he lose $15 of his pay, when he 
only receives $13 a month, is illegal. Attention is called 
to the 83d Article of War which provides that a sum- 
mary court shall not adjudge confinement and forfeiture 
in excess of a period of one month unless the accused 
shall before trial consent in writing to trial by said 
court. This consent, it appears, was never given by 
Private Beyer.

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A SQUARE DEAL, 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Seiect brigadier generals of the line proportionally 
from the Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry, according to 
their aggregate strength. The Artillery, from the na- 
ture of its duties, requires at least as many officers in 
proportion to its men as either the Infantry or Cavalry ; 
therefore taking as a basis the aggregates of enlisted 
men given in the Army and Navy Register of 1905, we 
find for the Cavalry, Artillery and Infantry respectively, 
in round numbers, thirteen, eighteen and twenty-seven 
thousand. 

The number of general officers exclusive of staff corps, 
which furnish their own general officers, is twenty-two; 
and if these general officers of the line were drawn from 
the three combatant arms in proportion to their aggregate 
strength there would be furnished: From the Cavalry, 
five; from the Artillery, seven; from the Infantry, 
ten. 

The sources of present general officers of the line 
to command the combatant troops of the line are: From 
civil life, two; Cavalry, nine; Infantry, six; Artillery, 
none; Military Secretary’s Department, three; Subsist- 
ence Department, one; Medical Department, one. 

It is difficult to see why the Cavalry should be pre- 
sumed to contain officers so much better fitted for these 
important positions in the Army as to be favored to the 
extent of nearly one-half of the appointments: or that 
the Artillery, of which the role has proved of such vital 
importance in the most recent wars, has none, 

If the totals of officers in the combatant corps be 
taken as a basis for apportionment of selections, the 
result would vary but a fraction from the proposed 
plan; and it is on this basis that it is remarked that 
the staff corps furnish their own general officers, There 
would result from this proposed plan of selection the 
stimulus to endeavor and hope of reward throughout 
the combatant arms which the staff corps now have 
and which now seems to be abnormally awarded to the 
Cavalry arm of the Service. 

No one can deny that all branches of the Service are 
equally valuable in their own sphere of action; or, in 
other words, that attainment of proper results can be 
obtained by each branch performing its duty well. Nor 
can it be denied that promotion is the greatest incentive 
to this performance of duty. In all fairness and jus- 
tice, and in the light afforded by modern warfare, why 
should the Artillery be excluded in the selection of gen- 
eral officers? ARTILLERY. 
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VARIOUS NAVAJ. ITEMS, 


The detail of Surg. Raymond i'pear, U.S.N., for sani- 
tary observation duty at the front in Manchuria, is a 
step in the right direction, and it will be easy to see with 
what interest the medical world will await the return 
of this highly educated officer from the most interesting 
battle line in the history of the world. Permission has 
been granted by the Russian government for Surgeon 
Spear to visit Russian military camps in the Far East, 
and he will go at once to St. Petersburg en route to 
Manchuria. Surgeon Spear will make a -study of the 
hygiene of camp life with especial reference to the pre- 
vention of camp diseases with the appliances supplied 
in the regular routine of camp equipage. It is as yet 
undecided whether this officer will visit the Japanese en- 
campments after completing his survey of the Russian 
systems, or whether he will return home at once after 
gathering such information as is possible from the Rus- 
sian army. 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, has 
been informed by cable of the departure from Cavite, P. 
I., of the U.S, naval transport Solace, calling on the 
way to San Francisco at Shanghai, Yokohama, Guam 
and Honolulu. Quite a large number of officers from the 
Philippine station, together with a number of: time ex- 
pired enlisted men, will come to San Francisco on the 
Solace, 

The United States Coast and Geodetic Survey steamer 
Hydrographer has recently completed a trip for coast 
pilot work along the Atlantic coast from Norfolk to Key 
West, and is now lying at Baltimore, and will be pre- 
pared for survey work during the summer on the coast 
of Maine. While on her trip the Hydrographer visited 
Key West, Miami, Jacksonville, Charleston, Southport, 
Wilmington, N.C., and Norfolk, and at all these points 
gathered data about the tides, channels and shoals about 
these harbors which will be of much value to coasting 
vessels when they are arranged for publication in the 
next issue of the Coast Pilot for the South Atlantic.

The German battleship Woerth rammed torpedoboat 
destroyer 8-124 in the harbor of Eckernfoerde July 5, 
eutting her completely in two, and three firemen in the 
boiler room, it is reported, were scalded to death by es- 
caping steam. The S-124 was one of six torpedoboat 
destroyers launched in 1904. She was of 420 tons dis- 
placement and credited with a speed of thirty miles an 
hour. 
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COMMANDER PEARY’S NEW SHIP. 


The Peary Arctic Club gave a reception on board its 
steamer Roosevelt on Thursday afternoon, July 6, off the 
foot of 42d street, North River, New York. The guests 
were also taken for a short cruise as far as the Narrows 
and back. A number of prominent Army and Navy peo- 
ple were present, including Rear Admiral and Mrs. Cogh- 
lan, Brig. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, Capt. R. C. Holly- 
day, U.S.N., and Naval Constructor Baxter. Survivors 
of the Kane and of the Brainard and Lockwood expedi- 
tion were also on board, 

Commander Peary spent the entire.afternoon in show- 
ing the party about the ship and explaining the various 
novel features that past experience has led him to in- 
corporate in her, The great strength of the craft is ap- 
parent at a glance and it would seem that her hull could 
withstand the most severe encounters with the ice floes. 
Commander Peary expects to sail in a few days for the 
frozen North. It is his intention to pass the winter on 
the north coast of Grant Land in latitude 88, and about 
the middle of next February make a dash overland for 
the pole, which is about 400 miles distant from that point. 

The Roosevelt was built by Charles B. Dix at the 
McKay & Dix yard, Bucksport, Me. She was launched 
March 23, 1905. Her length is 184 feet, breadth 35 5-10 
feet ; depth, 16 2-10! feet; gross tonnage, 614 tons. Her 
keel, main-keelson, stem and stern posts, frames and 
plank sheer are of white oak. Interior finish, yellow 
and Oregon pine. The filling in of the bow, where it is to 
meet the ice, is almost solid. To lessen the danger of 
having propeller flanges broken off by ice the propeller 
has been so constructed as to be easily disconnected and 
hoisted upward into a well. The main features of the 
machinery. are in a compound engine of massive con- 
struction; an unusually heavy shaft of forged steel 
twelve inches in diameter; a massive propeller ten and 
one-half feet in diameter, but with blades of large area, 
which are detachable in case of injury; a triple boiler 
battery; arrangements for admitting live steam to the 
pressure cylinder, in order to largely increase the power 
for a limited time, and an elliptical cruiser type smoke- 
stack to reduce wind resistance. 

The Roosevelt arrived at New York July 2, to lay in 
supplies, and is to sail about July 12. Mr. Peary, rela- 
tive to his coming search for the North Pole, said: “From 
New York we will go to Sidney, Cape Breton, where we 
will take on a full supply of coal. From Sidney we will 
proceed across the Gulf of St. Lawrence and through 
the Straits of Belle Isle north along the Labrador coast, 
then across Davis Strait to the west coast of Green- 
land, then to Melville Bay and the Whale Sound region. 
Here we will stop to get Esquimaux and dogs and to lay 
in a supply of walrus meat for the dogs. At Cape Sabine 
we will establish a sub-base, properly equipped with 
necessary supplies and provisions. At this point my 
Esquimaux will assemble, those of the Whale Sound 
tribe, who are the best of all Esquimaux. From this 
tribe I will select twenty or twenty-five of the best hunt- 
ers and will take them on board ship with me, along 
with their families. From Cape Sabine we will drive 
the ship through Kennedy and Robeson channels to the 
northern shore of Grant Land, where the vessel will be 
put in winter quarters. We expect to reach there about 
the first of September. The Arctic night begins then and 
lasts until February. Then, as soon as the long Arctic 
day begins, we will start in our sledges for the Pole. 
From where we will leave the ship to the Pole is roughly 
490 miles. Each sledge will be drawn by a team of eight 
dogs, and each sledge will contain one member of the 
expedition and six hundred pounds of provisions. These 
provisions will consist of pemmican, ship’s biscuit and 
tea for the men and pemmican for the dogs. All of the 
party will be Esquimaux, except myself, the surgeon 
and possibly, I will say probably, one other white man. 
Mrs. Peary will not accompany the ship. She may go 
with us as far as the first rendezvous at Cape Sabine, 
but even that is problematical.”

PROBLEMS OF NAVAL WARFARE. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

What is the lesson we should learn in modern naval 
warfare? This is a burning question for every navy that 
is floating modern armored vessels. Critics in several 
countries have advanced theories, but what data have 
they to base them on? 

Japan has not told us how she won that victory, nor 
are we likely ever to know what units of power decided 
the fate of the Russian fieet. Japan was unusually 
strong in small craft, torpedoboat destroyers, etc., but 
to what extent the submarine entered into the action is 
a profound secret. The Russian cannot and the Japanese 
will not tell. 

In the only two large battles in which modern war 
vessels have been used, Japan has been the victor. The 
Chinese fleet was destroyed with little ceremony, even 
though they had European commanders. Now comes the 
marvelous destruction of the great Russian fleet. How 
was this last victory accomplished? I doubt if we 
ever know. Japan has learned the “how” at great cost 
and she will probably keep the secret. 

Was the battleship the prime factor in winning the 
contest? Most critics claim that it was. Yet the Rus- 
sian fleet was probably superior in that factor to the 








Japanese. Was it weight of projectiles? There seems 
to "he little doubt that the guns had an important bear- 
ing on the result of the contest. Was it the submarine 
(Japan has purchased many), and the hints we get of 
the action from the vanquished would incline me to think 
that they were the most important units in determining 
the result? 

Most people are unaware of the ease with which a 
four-oared gig can pass through a fleet on a dark night. 
In 1862 I passed through a large fleet of our war vessels 
night after night with oars muffied, having tired of using 
up an hour giving countersigns. I often thought how 
easy it would have been for the Confederates to have 
sent everyone of them to the bottom. A submarine prop- 
erly handled would make less show on the water than 
a four-oared boat. 

The huge modern battleship is a very questionable 
unit. The same weight of guns can be carried on several 
smaller craft, which give the same number of guns greater 
utility, and the destruction of one unit means less loss 
of life and power to a fleet. It is to be hoped that our 
naval experts will ponder well the lessons of this great 
fight, before committing themselves further to any special 
form of fighting unit.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., July 4, 1905. 

Rear Admiral James H. Sands reached the city shortly 
before noon on Saturday, and was met at the station by 
Lieut. T. P. Magruder, aide to the Superintendent and 
secretary of the Academic Board. The Admiral proceeded 
at once to the Naval Academy and direct to the Superin- 
tendent’s office. There a company of marines and the 
Naval Academy band was drawn up at attention. Enter- 
ing the building and reaching his office the Admiral and 
future Superintendent was met by the heads of the vari- 
ous departments and other officers, who were presented. 
As the flag of the new Superintendent was being raised, 
a salute was fired by the shore batteries. The Admiral 
later dined at the officers’ mess and, in the evening, visit- 
ed various portions of the grounds. One of the first offi- 
cial acts of the new Superintendent, Admiral Sands, was 
the patriotic one of arranging for a due celebration of 
the Fourth in the Naval Academy. 

The Fourth was celebrated in Annapolis with sports of 
various character. These embraced a field and track 
meet, a batteau race, a clay pigeon shoot and several 
baseball games in which local nines played visiting teams. 

A very interesting meet was held at the Naval Academy 
this morning in which the marines stationed here took 
part. The events were very warmly contested and very 
good, considering the short preparation and lack of facili- 
ties for practice. Winners were assigned points and the 
tournament was won, decidedly, by the athletes from 
Company C, Companies A and B being the other contest- 
ants. The games were arranged and carried out by Ser- 
geant McLeod, who is the gymnastic instructor and field 
manager attached to the local barracks. The other offi- 
cials were: Judges, Lieutenant Wilcox and Ist Sergeant 
Powers; starter, Sergeant Aron; timekeeper, Sergeant 
Harbaugh. The events and winners were: Shot put, 
Corporal Cook, 31 ft. 9 ins.; 100-yard dash, Corporal 
Smythe, 10 secs.; high jump, Private Gregory, 4 ft. 9 ins.; 
relay race, 354 yards, four runners, won by Co. C, 42 1-2 
secs.; runners, Smythe, Hordecki, Johnson and Zalinski; 
second, Co. A; standing broad jump, Private Fosdeck, 
9 ft. 2 ins.; high kick, Private Patchen, 7 ft. 2 ins.; 120- 
yard hurdle, Corporal Smythe, 21 secs.; tug of war,, A 
and © companies; teams of ten men, pull 15 minutes; 
won by Co. A; 220-yard dash, Smythe, 28 secs.; running 
broad jump, Matak, 17 ft. 3 ins.; standing high jump, Atz, 
4 ft. 4 ins.; running high jump, Gregory, 4 ft. 9 ins.; 
three-legged race, 100 yard, Smythe and Hordecki, 14 
secs.; throwing baseball, Campbell, 245 ft. 

After a search continuing over two weeks the body of 
Midshipman Louis L. Vertrees, who was drowned while 
swimming from the U.S. cruiser Newark, off Hackett's 
Point, has been found. The finding of the body was acci- 
dental and had it not been for the alertness of a news- 
paper correspondent and the closeness with which the 
daily papers are scanned by the naval authorities, Vertrees 
would have occupied an unmarked and unknown grave. 
The body was buried in the potter's field of Kent county 
by officials who had apparently given no attention to the 
daily papers, and were not aware of the fact that the 
naval authorities had offered a reward of $25 for the 
finding of the body. On Monday a body, which later 
proved to be that of Vertrees, was discovered floating in 
the water close to Rock Hall, near Kent Island, at a 
point about twenty-five miles from Annapolis and a 
greater distance from the scene of the drowning. The 
county authorities ordered that the body be burried, and 
nothing further was thought of the,.matter. A Baltimore 
American correspondent at that point, however, heard of 
the matter and sent a small despatch about it to his 
paper. Mr. Edward Burtis, the Annapolis market master, 
read the article and came to the conclusion that the 
body was that of Vertrees, as the despatch stated that it 
was clothed in a pair of swimming trunks. He at once 
went to the Naval Academy, but found that the authori- 
ties had also read the article. The Sandoval, with Pay- 
master Brown and Lieutenant Bookwalter aboard, was 
despatched to Rock Hall for the body. The funeral took 
place here on Friday, a militayy escort going with the re- 
mains to the depot, en route*for the deceased midship- 
man’s home. Vertrees was sagd to be an expert swimmer, 
and it is probable that he was either taken with a cramp 
or caught by the heavy undertow. 

Solomon Endel, La.; Monroe Henderson, Texas; Rich- 
ard Drew, Mich.; Anderson C. Dearing, Ky.; Edgar N.

Luther Welsh, of Missouri, the young candidate for 
admission, who excited interest by using a_ stretching 
machine to bring himself up to the standard height to 
enter the Naval Academy, has passed his physical as 
well as mental examination, and is now a midshipman. 
In February last he was but five feet in height, two 
inches below the requirements. Receiving an appoint- 
ment, he at once placed himself in the hands of a doctor, 
who devised a machine to stretch him to the required 
height, which accomplished its purpose. Further addi- 
tions to the new fourth class are: Guy Freeman, Ky.; 
Charles M. Eider, Ga.; Harold T. Smith, Washington 
State; Herbert R. A. Borschardt, III. 

It is expected that next week the summer detail will be 
issued, showing the various officers located at the Acad- 
emy. 

The temporary vault is now ready for the reception of 
the body of John Paul Jones. 

The Italian cruiser Dogali, used as a training and 
schoolship for the Italian cadets, now in Washington 
Harbor to remain a week, was to have come to An- 
napolis, but it is now understood that the visit has been 
abandoned. 

Half the members of the Naval Academy band are now 
on their summer vacation of a month. They are at Deer 
Park, where they furnish music for the season. On 
their return the other half will have their holiday. 

A serious accident took place Friday, in which two men 
at work on the new mess hall were badly injured by the 
slipping of a scaffold. They fell over sixty feet and struck 
among a mass of building material. The men were Ed- 


ward Norwood of Baltimore and George Loeback, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, both iron workers. It is not thought 
that the injuries will result fatally. 

As a result of the recent competitive examination, held 
for the purpose of filling the vacancies existing in the 
clerical force at the Naval Academy, three appointments 
have been made. James E. Lockard and Conrad Unger, of 
Baltimore, were appointed as clerks in the Superintend- 
ent’s office.

An interesting and instructive report of the maneuvers 
of the Ohio National Guard of 194, near Athens, Ohio, 
prepared by Lieut. Col. Alfred C. Sharpe, U.S.A., has 
been issued by Adjutant General Critchfield, of Ohio 
The territory which was used for these exercises con- 
sists of a rectangular tract, comprising about twenty 
square miles. At the request of the Governor of Ohio, 


the following named troops were ordered by the War 
Department to participate in the maneuvers, and were 
assigned by their commanding officer, Col. W. T. Dug- 
gan, ist Inf., to co-operate as follows: With the Ist 
Brigade, Lieut.

2ith Inf. With the 2d Brigade, Lieut. Col. S. W. Foun- 
tain, 4th Cav., Troop I,. 4th Cav., the 2ist Battery Field 
Art., and one battalion Ist Inf. 

The following named officers of the Army were also de- 
tailed at the request of the Governor to act as umpires: 
Col. Arthur L. Wagner, General Staff, chief umpire; 
Lieut. Col. Alfred C. Sharpe, A.A.G.; Major Eben Swift, 
12th Cay.; Gapt. Tyree R. Rivers, 4th Cav.; Capt. Ralph 

. Van Deman, 2ist Inf.; Capt.. Charles D. Rhoades, 
General Staff; Capt. Frank H. Whitman, 2d Inf.; Capt. 
Matthew F. Steele, 6th Cav., U.S.A. Captain Whitman, 
being killed in a railroad accident, and Captain Van De- 
man being detained at his post by sickness, Capt. God- 
frey H. MacDonald, ist Cav., and Capt. William K. 
Naylor, 9th Inf., U.S.A., were detailed in their stead. 
Lieut. Col. James S. Pettit, A.A.G., and Capt. Charles 
Lynch, General, Staff, asst. surg., U.S.A., were also de- 
tailed to attend the encampment. 

Lieutenant Colonel Sharpe, in speaking of the problems, 
among other things says: ‘‘The zeal and interest mani- 
fested by the troops was most comimendable, and the 
three exercises which they enjoyed will undoubtedly 
prove a valuable preparation for the larger problems in 
which they may be permitted to participate with the 
Regular Army next year. Following the admirable plan 
pursued last year at West Point, Kentucky, and at Fort 
Riley, a large assembly tent was provided near Division 
headquarters, in which the officers congregated to hear 
the report and comments of the Chief Umpire on the pre- 
ceding day’s problem. A large map of the maneuver 
ground, prepared by Engineer officers, was displayed 
back of the platform, .on ‘which the different routes of 
march and positions of the troops during the exercises 
were indicated by a pointer. These meetings were pre- 
sided over by Governor Herrick in person, who remained 
in camp at Division headquarters during the entire week. 
Through fair weather and foul, with keen zest and ap- 
preciation, anf mounted on a handsome stallion, he rode 
with General Dick and the Chief Umpire, following all 
the exercises in the field. He repeatedly expressed his 
cordial appr6bation of the work being done and his 
gratitude for the generous assistance rendered by the 
War Department. The meetings in the assembly tent 
aroused great interest in all who were fortunate enough 
to be present. After the reading of the report and com- 
ments, the meeting was open for discussion. It was 
noticed with surprise that some officers seemed anxious 
to secure a decision or opinion from the Chief Umpire 
as to which ‘side’ had been victorious, forgetting that 
the object of these exercises is simply for tactical in- 
struction, and that everything which tends to eliminate 
the old sham battle idea is a distinct advance. 

“On the whole, the discussions in the assembly tent 
were very profitable, and certainly brought home to all 
a realization of the fact that modern war is a very 
complex study which cannot be learned in a day. The 
lack of a suitable entrenching tool was again made 
apparent by these maneuvers. The troops had to rely 
entirely on bayonets or such picks and shovels as could 
be brought up by hand or in wagons. A strong short 
knife, suitable for cutting brush, as well as for digging, 
would seem to be practicable. It is easily carried, adds 
little weight, and might be made available as a weapon, 
if necessary, in a hand to hand encounter.”’

122, War Department, 1904. I was enlisted Jan. 12, 1902, 
and was issued the old pattern uniform complete. On 
Nov. 12, 1904, IT was compelled to draw the new uniform 
complete, including the olive drab. At the time it was 
understood that I would receive the $32.85 extra allow- 
ance provided for under G.O. 103, War Department, 1904. 
I never was credited with the new allowance, and upon 
expiration of term of service, Jan. 11, 195, I was only 
eredited with the old amount due me, $9.88, on the old 
clothing schedule. Answer: You are not entitled to 
$32.85, but are entitled to $25.35 under General. Orders, No. 
18, War Department, 19%. Apply to Auditor for the War 
Department. 

FORT CASEY asks: (1) Are enlisted men of the U.S. 
Army entitled to extra pay on the 20 per cent. increased 
pay for foreign service, and if so, should same be applied 
for to the Auditor of the War Department?

Princess Arisugawa, of Japan, who was accompanied 
by the Prince, her husband, launched the Japanese. bat- 
tleship Katori, at Barrow, on July 4.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Among the items to be reckoned in the cost to Eng- 
land of the war in South Africa is a sum of, at least, 
$1,500,000 for supplies despatched to that country from 
1899 to 1901,.and afterwards destroyed as unfit for use 
from climatic or other deterioration, or for want of 
sterage accommodation. Among the losses were $146,000 


for 7,210,792 rounds of ammunition rendered unser- 
viceable through conditions of active service. These 
cartridges formed part of the 50,000,000 rounds returned 
from the war, and represent the total found unserviceable 
up to date. Among the provisions the large item of 766,- 
910 pounds of preserved meat appears as having been 
destroyed in November, 19038. Over 684,130 pounds of 
oats were destroyed because they had become “bad 
through ‘heating,’’ caused by inadvertent insertion of wet 
bags in the center of the stack, also through rough 
weather and length of time stacked. The greater part 
of the stores found defective are provisions, showing 
items of loss of from $5,000 to $161,205. 


It has been decided to strengthen the gun power of 
the new British “scouts,” and it is stated that all of the 
guns will be at least of the twelve-pounder type, in- 
stead of eight of the twenty being three-pounders. The 
“seouts” have a speed which will enable them to run 
away from all craft excepting torpedoboats and de- 
stroyers. 

A serious accident occurred on board the British bat- 
tleship Magnificent, of the Atlantic Fleet, on June 14, 
while she was at gun practice off Tetuan. During a gun- 
laying competition a cartridge exploded, and four officers 
and: fourteen men were wounded, two of them dangerous- 
ly and seven seriously. It is stated that a cartridge 
missed fire. The breech of the gun was opened to ascer- 
tain the cause, when the cartridge suddenly exploded, 
igniting two other cartridges lying in the casemate. 

The cotton handkerchiefs provided for French sol- 
diers have printed upon them a number of sanitary pre- 
cepts to be observed on the march and during a cam- 
paign, and are further decorated with pictures of officers 
of all grades, so that a French private can tell ata 
glance to what grade any officer he may see belongs. 

The Japanese shipbuilding yard at Mitsu-Bishi at 
Nagasaki, the main rendezvous for Admiral Togo’s dam- 
aged warships, is fitted with every novel feature and with 
its 7,000 workmen it is the biggest yard in the Far East. 
Some months ago an enterprising Russian, M. Krazheff- 
ski, who has lived in the United States, explored Japan 
in the guise of an American tourist under the name of 
“Mr. Palmer,” and he describes the yard in letters to the 
Russkoye Slovo. ‘The yard was established in 1864 by 
the government, but at first it confined its work to re- 
pairing ships, and its drydock was not built before 1871. 
In 1 the government sold the yard to a private com- 
pany, dnd it became gradually the nursery of the Jap- 
anese navy. Since 1898 tlie yard has built eight steam- 


ers, each of 5,000 tons and more. Out of the 7,000 
men working in this yard only six are foreigners, but not 
only the engineers, but the mechanics all speak English, 
for all have received their technical training in Dngland 
or the United States, “Now, we train our own fore- 
men on the spot at home,” said the Japanese engineer 
in charge, and showed ‘a ‘school ‘complete in its technical 
requirements, where about two hundred pupils are in- 
structed. The entire equipment of the yard and all of the 
machinery came from England, with the exception of all 
the electrical fittings, which came from America. There 
isa steel foundry in course of construction: A museum 
in the yard contains models of all the best ships in the 
whole world, and no pains are spared to get fresh mod- 
els. ia 

The interest taken by the French government in the 
matter of horse breeding and supply is shown by the 
fact that at the horse show, held in Paris during the 
third week in June, the government offered $60,000 in 
prizes. There were examples of horses of all breeds for 
military purposes, draught work and pleasure and sport. 
The French Ministry of Agriculture devoted last year 
to the French National Stud $1,477,530; to the Veteri- 
nary Department, .840, and to encouraging the horse 
industry generally, $300,000. 


Believing that under present conditions too little con- 
sideration is shown to horses wounded in battle, as they 
are not sheltered by the Red Cross, but are treated as bel- 
ligerents, the English Church Society for Promoting 
Kindness to Animals has approached all the signatories 
to the Geneva Convention, pointing out that the Conven- 
tion is deficient in its provision for the relief of the 
sufferings of wounded animals, and urging that the words 
“sick,” “wounded,” and “disabled” used in the Conven- 
es shall be made applicable to animals and men 
alike. 


‘ Salt beef is to be removed from the scale of victualling 
in the British navy as soon as the present stock has 
been disposed of, to be replaced by a ration of preserved 
meat. When the new arrangement comes into force salt 
pork will bé issued on one day out of three and preserved 
meat on the remaining two days. 


The British first-class cruiser Achilles, launched on 
June 17, at Elswick, is 505 feet 3 inches long overall, 
and 480 feet long between perpendiculars. She has a 
beam of 73 feet and six inches, and a displacement of 
13,660 tons. Her side armor is six inches thick, and her 
armor bulkher.ds and barbettes the same thickness. The 
conning tower armor is ten inches thick. Her arma- 
ment is to consist of six 9.2-inch, four 7.5-inch, two 
twelve-pounder, and twenty-four three-pounder guns, in 
addition to two Maxims and three eighteen-inch torpedo 
tubes. Her full complement will be 704 officers and men: 
designed indicated horsepower is 23,500; twin screws, 
driven by independent vertical triple-expansion engines; 
twenty-five boilers. nineteen of the Yarrow water-tube 
type, and six of the single-ended cylindrical type. It is 
estimated that her speed will approach twenty-three 
— The coal-carrying capacity is two thousand 
ons. 


‘The French armored cruiser Jules Michelet, which 
will be launched in August, is the fourth of the armored 
cruisers of the 1900 program, the others being the Leon 
Gambetta, Jules Ferry, and Victor Hugo. The fifth and 
last of the series is the Ernest Renan, which is in course 
of construction. 


The Italian Chambers has approved of the proposed 
expenditure for an increase in the Italian navy. 


Portugal has a unique battery of howitzers, Harper’. 
Weekly says, which are drawn by a large cubamaaktic, 
the entire equipment being arranged on a permanent 
basis, and not being a mere temporary expedient like 
the use of traction engines during the Boer war. The 
battery consists of four howitzers, each of 150 milli- 
meters (about six inches) caliber, which trail behind a 
large automobile that carries the ammunition and sup- 
plies as well as the greater number of the cannoneers. 
The guns are fourteen calibers in length, and employ a 
forty-kilogram (about eighty-eight pounds) projectile 
the range: at an elevation of forty-five degrees being 
about five miles. The whole train can move at a speed 
of three and one-half miles an hour on grades not ex- 
ceeding eight per cent., and is able-to mount grades 
up to twelve per cent., while for heavier grades or diffi- 
cult places the engine is supplied with a windlass per- 
mitting a block and tackle to be used and the guns moved 
singly. The motor is arranged to use either petroleum or 
alcohol. 

According to the computations of the Russky Invalid. 
the organ of the Russian army, the whole military 
strength of the Japanese on the Asiatic mainland, in- 
cluding the bodies of soldiers operating in Korea, must 
be placed at from 550,000 to 600,000 men. In the five 
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Japanese armies confronting General Linievitch, ex- 
clusive of cavalry and artillery, there are from 430,000 
to 450,000 bayonets distributed as follows: Under Gen- 
eral Kamamura, on the extreme Japanese right between 
Kirin and Vladivostok, 73,000 to 80,000; under General 
Kuroki, who occupies the Japanese right center, and 
who, therefore, is in touch with Kamamura on the. north 
and with Nodzu on the south, 115,000 to 120,000; under 
General Nodzu, who occupies the fortified Japanese 
center, and with whom is Marshal Oyama, the Japanese 
commander-in-chief, 45,000; under General Oku,. who is 
stationed on the left of the center, 110,000 to 115,000, 
and under General Nogi, who is again operating on the 
extreme Japanese left, 85,000 to 90,000, most of which 
are carried by Port Arthur veterans. “ 

The London Standard, which is exceptionally well-in- 
formed on Japanese matters, says: “Since the outbreak 
of hostilities more than a year ago, Russia has increased 
her external debt by about £70,000,000, and Japan by 
£52,000,000. During the same period Japan has raised 
internally about £48,000,000 so that about one-half of 
the total borrowing has been met by the Japanese them- 
selves. As regards internal loans in Russia, there is less 
information available; but the sum’ may be roughly esti- 
mated at about £30,000,000, In that case, it will be seen 
that each nation has raised in loans exactly £100,000,000 
sterling. But the outlay has not ended there. Both ‘in 
Russia and Japan there has been disguised borrowing 
in the shape of additions to the paper currency, and in 
the case of Russia we know from the bank statements 
that such additions have amounted to about £34,000,000. 
Moreover, it must be remembered, that as in the case o 
all wars, such loans have been supplemental to the 
sums raised by increased taxation, and, therefore, the 
actual cost of the war to each country can be put at a 
much higher figure than that indicated merely by the loan 
operation.” 

The report of the British Army Medical Department 
for 1903, just issued, shows that the average strength 
of European troops serving at home and abroad as com- 
piled from returns received by the department, was 242,- 
182 warrant officers, non-commissioned officers and men, 
and that the number of admissions to hospital was 183,- 
598, the total deaths, 1,881, and the total number of men 
finally discharged from the service on account of disease 
and injuries, 4,922. .The admissions to hospital during 
the year represented a ratio of 758.1 per thousand of the 
strength; and the deaths one of 7.13 per thousand on a 
strength of 2639888, which includes detached men not 
shown in the returns received. In 1902 the admission 
ratio was 751.9 and the death rate 7.52 per thousand ; 
while for the decennial period from 1893 to 1902, the 
corresponding ratios were 927.4 and 8.57 respectively. 
It is stated that the rate of admission to hospital com- 
pares favorably with that of other armies, and that the 
death rate cannot be regarded as excessive.

The President, Dixon Military Tnacteate, 
directs that the following information be 

published for the guidance of all concerned: 

1. Commencing not.earlier than December 
20, 1904, the commanding Generals of terri-
